Use Muck and Peat. 


A dry fall often furnishes the boat time in 
the whole circle of the year for proouring the 
needed supply of muck or peat for absorbents 
io the sty and stable Tho use of this article 
{s on the increase among those farmers who 
have faithfully tried it,and aro secking to make 
the mostlof home resources,of fertilizers, Han- 
dreds of dollars aro wastod on many a farm, 
every yoar, for waat otf somo absorbent to 
oatoh the volatile and most valuable oconsti- 
tnent of nature. In somo sections itis abuo 
dant within a short distanoe of the baron, The 
most diffioalt part of sapplyiay this absorbent 
is the digging. Idadry fall the wator hay 
evaporated from the swamps, so that tho psat 
bed oan b» exoavated toa depth of four or 
five fect abt a alngle digging. Oftentimes 
ditching, for the sake of surface draining, will 
Rive the needed supply of absorbents. It will 
prove a safe investment to hire extra labor for 
the eplargement of the muck bank. It helps 
right whers our farming is weskest—in the 
manufacture of fortilizers. 1¢ is a good artiole 
not only for compost with stable meaurs, 
but to mix with other fertil zar¢, as butoxer’s 
offal, night soil, kainine, ashes, bone dust,fish, 
rock  ¢éd, kelp nd other marine products.

Autumn Oare of Live ‘Stock. 


Horses should be kept out of all hard 
storms, which are frequent during this month 
Une of the best oures for a | severe cold isa 
warm atable and porfeot rest, with a good ruo 
in the yard or pasture on pleasant days. It is 
too late in the year to permit horses to romain 
out of doors throagh the night, Young colts 
and yearlings need plenty of nutritious food. 
Much depeads upon the care which colts re- 
ceive during their first wiater. Oats are 
exoellent for them ; if corn is used, it should 
be fed with whoat bran, Use the brash freely 
on all horses and colts,and keep the »kin clean 
and active. 


Cows, which are to give milk through the 
wiater,; need to be fod with special care at this 
time, If possible, the flow of milk must not 
be permitted to decrease, Mangels ani suger 
beets are excellent, cut in slices and sprinkled 
with bran. The rule, that good feeding briaga 
good manure, should bekeptin mindin a 
jadiotons osre of farm animals daring wiater. 
Good feed in abundance isnot enough; it 
should be given with regularity, |The habits 
of‘different animals have to’ be studied, and 
treated acoordiogly. Soaroely any two cowsor 
horses haye the same appetites. Itis important 
to so mix and change the food that sameness 
may be avoided. A variéty of food encourages 
healthfal disvestion,and apon this the profits of 
the owner largely depend. 

Sheep will bear more ex posure than any other 
domestic animal, bat evea they winter poorly 
withouta good shelter, Sheds and yards should 
now be put in order, that »there may bono 
delays in getting the-fl,oks into their winter 
quarters, Ewes should now be with youog, 
exceptibg when late lambware-désired. Half a 
pint of cora per day will aid ia kesping esch 
ewe in a good condition,’ All weak sheep should 
be placed by thomeelves dud fattened for mar- 
ket. It does not pay to keep second-rate 
acimale, 

Pigs are most profitable if fatteaed) and sold’ 
before mid winter. A large part of tho food is 
used up simply maintainiog the animal duriug 
the coldest winter weather. Well bred ewine 
will sométimes lose in weight daring a severe 
storm. Giye the pigs alt >the corn, or other 
feed, they will eat daring the fattening period 
Keep the pens clesn, with an abundance of 
litter, and supply all nesded purse water.—Dr. 
Byron D. Hatsreap, in American “Agricul- 
turist for November. 


What is Anatto? 


Choose has for a long time been oolored 
with anatto, and of late years, it has come in 
use, not only in creameries, but in home dai- 
ries, to giye oolor to butter, The inoreasing 
use of the substance, especially in the winter, 
naturally Jeads many to as« ‘What is anatto, 
and is it harmless?” The name, which came 
with the substance from Sonth America, bas 
a great variety of spellings, besides that given 
above, which is the simplest and the one we 
fird} Joarned ; it is Q{venin different books as 
annatia, annato, arnotta, arnotto, aruota, and 
so up. The substance iv the product of a 
small South American treo, Biza orellana, 
belonging to a small pony to which it gives 
its nam (Bizinew), of whioh we have a0 rep- 
roventatives, Systematioally, the family is 
placed near that of; the violots, Tho \tres 
rarely exceeds 12 feot in height, has a hand- 
somo head, and each branch is terminated by 
as olustor of flowers of the color of poach blos- 
soms. The pods are at firat of a fine rosecolor, 
becoming brown as they, ripen ; they are oov- 
ered with bristles and contain numerous seeds, 
the important product. Each seed is sur- 
rounded by a dark’red pulp, to remove which 

| they are placed in water, and allowed to for- 
ment, with froquent atirring. When tho seeds 
are freo from pulp, they are strained out, and 
tbo pulp allowed to settle, It'is afterwards 
placed in kettles,evaporated to's thiok parte, 
whiob is the anatto of commerce.

aid of some form of potash or soda, It scoms 
bettor suited than anything oleo to give pale 
winter batter the color of that made when 
tho cows have good pasturago, It is ontirely 
harmloss, wo think, It has loag boon added 
to obooolate in South America, for both color 
and flavor, and js used by the Indian tribes io 
that country to paint their bodios, Ono writer 
aaye that itis about tho only clothing tho 
natives hayo to proteot thom from morquitoos

Throughout England and Wales there 
aro 344 banks, which,at the close of Novem- 
ber, 1882, had 1,172,167 accounts remaining 


open, Thoro was then owing to the 
dopoaltors nearly £35,000,000 Sootland 
has 58 banks, which had 303,201 acoounts 
open in Novembor,with upwards of £7, 
000,000 owing to depositors, The number 
ot accounts and tho amounts deposited, 


whon comparod with the number of banks, 
wore oconalderably larger in Svotland than 
in the southorn part of,the kingdom, In 
Ireland the scoounts and monoy are still 
amaller, in proportion, for while she had 31 
banks, she had only 52,161! acoounts, with 
£2,082,413 deposited. For last yoar alone, 
however, the average amount of receipts 
from depositors was largest in Ireland, 
reaching £6 ls,ld. In England and Wales 
the avorage was £3 8s, and in Scotland £3 
de.

ORANGEMEN TAKS POSSESSION OF THE OITY 
HALL IN) LONDONDERRY—HOME RULERS 
GATHERING TO EJECT THEM--RIOT AND 
BLOIDSHED IMMINENT, 


Dosun, Nov. 1,—A despatoh from Londoa- 
Corry says ;—"There is groat excitement hore 
over the action te-day of a large body of 
Orangemen, who, learning that the Lord Mayor 
of Dublia was to lootore at the City Hall to- 
night io the Interest of the National Loague 
and in support of the Home Rule candidates 
for Parliament, surrounded the building and 
vowed that no such lecture should take place 
this evening; Having received large accessions 
to their ranks during the day from surrounding 
towns, the Orangemen have now full possession 
of the City Hall and intend holding au opposl- 
tion theeting, at which anumber of Orange 
leaders are to speak, The Home Rulers are 
greatly incensed at the action of the Orangemen 
and are now gathering in large numbers with 
the avowed intention of driving the Orangemen 
ont and seizing the building for the purposes 
for which it wasengsged. Unless sobor coun- 
sol prevails it is teared a great riot will ooour, 
as party feelings run high. 

Dost, Noy. l,—A later despatch from 
Londonderry says: ‘‘ The City Council ata 
special session, late this afternoon, rescinded 
the motion recently agreed to,granting the use 
of the City Hall to a “conimittes of citizens 
who had invited the Lord Mayor of Dublin to 
deliver a lecture there to-night. Several 
members of the Counocll stated they had un- 
derstood that the lecture was to be delivered 
for the benotit of a local charity, but had since 
learned it wae for political purposoan The 
Orangemen still hold . possession of the’ hail, 
and a number of speakers areaddressing them,” 


Later. 

A number of Natlonalists from Donegal ar- 
rived this morning, and assembled at the rail 
way station to moot the Lord Mayor of Dublin; 
they will entertain him to-night. The police 
were stationed along the streets through 
whioh the Lord Mayor passed. A troop of 
lancers has arrived to prevent a collision 
between the Orangemen and Natiozalists, 
The seizare of the City Hall has oreated 
intense excitement. Some of the Orangemen 
stationed themselved upon the road and 
waved yellow sashes, and several with the 
sponge rods belonging to the cannon have 
gone inside tho building. It is rumored that 
the Orangemen are determined to forcibly 
hold the hall The Corporation this morning 
reacinded its resolution to rent the hali for the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, The Lord Mayor, 
upon arrival, was driven through the otty, 
escorted by a procession carrying green ban- 
ners and bands playing Irish airs, He arrived 
at the hotel safely, During the passage of the 
procession » man was +hot in the face, and a 
boy received a builet intheoye, Sorious riot- 
ing is expected. Lhe Orangemen havo planted 
a' Union, Jack on the City Hall. 

PROCESSION FIRED ON, 

While the procession escorting the Lord 
Mayor was passing the City Hall Orangemen 
fired upon it, and threw slates from the win- 
dows and roof ‘The man previously reported 
wounded is dying, The procession dispersed 
after the Lord Mayor entered Roddie’ Hotel, 
but at a ory the crowd afterwards congregated 
around the Oity|Hall, which they stoned, break- 
ing the windows. Tho police then charged the 
mob and cleared the streete. Tho military 
was oalled out. The Lancers are parading the 
streets, and there is intense anxiety through- 
out the oity,

The London Hxplosions. 


NITRO-GLYOERINE THE AGENT USBD—NARRA- 
TIVE OF A VICTIM—-FEELING IN NATIONALIST 
OIROLES, 


Lonpon, Oot, 31.—An Investigation made 
bythe scientific alvisers tothe War Depart- 
ment led to the conclusion tbat nitro-glyoer- 
ine of some form was the agent used in both 
cases, Later inquiries confirm the report that 
a lage number of people were injured, es in 
addition to over thirty treated at the hospital 
alarge number were treated by priyate sur- 
geons, One of the victims; corporal of 
hossars, says ho was talki-g witha friend in 
the tralo\nesar Praed street, when there was 
saddeoly a very bright fissh, immediately 
followed by a terrible report. He was strock 
ani almost knocked ineonsible When the 
train arrived near Wearo road ho staggered 
aor es the platform and was picked up by a 
soldier, and remembered nothing more. This 
is only one of many similar narratives. 


The slight damage caused by the Oharing 
Cros explosion was owing to two large vent 
holes inthe vicinity, which sensibly lessened 
the shook, At Praed s!r-et station the pas- 
songero Were panio stricokoa when they found 
themselves writhiog and struggling in utter 
darkooss, Many of them wore braised and 
bleeding, and half dead with terror. The 
damage to Praed Sb, train alone was £500. 

The expiosion caused an intense excitement 
in Irish circles. Tho Irish almost ananimously 
think tho outrages wore duo to deliberately 
planned machinations of enemies of the na- 
tional party of lroland and intended to create 
anti Irish feoling in England.

IRRESPONSIBLE MINISTERS. 


Commenting on the recent changes in 
Cabinet offices, the Toronto Telegram says : 
Tt ts out of all harmony with vhe prinoi- 
of Responsible Goverament, understood 
this country, that there should hp a back 
entrance to the Cabinet. The people have a 
right to the opportunity of pronounolng upoo 
the fitness or qualification of every man who 
are Coxomemant andat the samo 
time ox ing thelr approyal or disapproval 
of the Government's policy,” 

!We do not know where tho Telegram got 
its Information as to the understanding, 
which. it alleges of the principles of Re- 
sponsible Government in this oouatry. 
Certainly it could not have been from either 
of»the leaders of the groat parties in this 
Dominion, 4s Mr. Mackenzle always had 
two or three Senators in his Cabinet, just 

as Sir John A}, Macdonald has had jn both 
of his administrations. 

In England, the birth place of Respon- 
aldle Government, there are at all times a 
number of members of the Upper House 
imthe Oabinet. In fact, a majority of Mr, 
Gladstone’s last Oabinct, previous to his 
present ocoupanoy of office, Was made up 
of members of the House of Lords, FKur- 
thér, members of the Lords have frequently 
been Premiers, It is thus that the prinol- 
ples of Responsible Government are under- 
‘wtood in Great Britain, and it 1s thus that 
they are understood in Oanada, despite the 
Telegram’s statement to the contrary, which 
is a creation of its too vivid imagination, 

The Telegram is an ardent adyooate of 
Oanadian Independence, that is, of a Cana- 
dian Republic. Under s Republican form 
of Government, as in the United States, 
there would undoubtedly be foros in our 
contemporary’s contention, as admission to 
the Oabinet wouldal!l be by the back en- 
trance, the heads of the departments being 
chosen by the President and belog respon- 
sible to him only. 

If the Telegram does not want irrespon- 
sible Ministers, let it cease adyocating 
a Canadian Republic,

The Pacific Railway Guarantees.

(From the Monetary Times.) 

Tho guarantee has greatly enraged tho 
enomies of the road, who go under the 
general name of bears, This much is cer 
tain. They have given vent to their rage in 
unmeasured terme, But they have over- 
shor the mark. The guarantee is represent~ 
ed as another way of paying the balance of 
the Government subsidy, which is uno- 
true. It is nearer the truth to 
ssy that the guarantee will not 
increase the subsidy. But even this is not 
certain ; the guarantee, so long as it runs, 
will insure a definite and certain dividend 
to the holders ofthe stock, This is the 
benelit it will confer on the company ; and 
itisareal and very substantial benetit, 
When the New York bear critica tell us that 
the road ought not to be built at all, skirting, 
as they say it does, the Arotio oircle, it 
becomes evident that they are working in 
some opposite interest, in which thelr pur- 
pose oan be served by nothing less illegiti- 
mate than the foul weapons of calumny. 
These attacks come not so much from bears, 
who want to knock the stock down, for the 
purpose of buying, or of. being enabled to 
deliver on favorable terms what they haye 
bought, as from interests which look on the 
Canadian Pacilio as a rival. The same game 
was played, and is atill being played, in 
England. Tho not result is to bring assist- 
auce to the Oompany, in the shape of a 
Government guarantee, which ought to 
more than repair the damage cone by these 
attacks, OUanada, having embarked in this 
great enterprise, is bound to carry it toa 
successful completion. As we read the 
guarantee, it is an intimation to this effect. 

(From the Journal of Commerce.) 

The action of the Dominion Government 
in agreeing to guarantee 3 per cent interest 
on the Ospital stock of the Oanadian Pacific 
Railway, amounting to $100,000,000, took 
the public by surprise ; but the explana- 
tions that have beon made by the seml- 
official journals seem to be satisfactory. 
It is, of course, well known that the capi« 
tal required for the work in question can 
not be obtained in Oanads, except to a 
very limited extent, and in order to make 
the stock marketable in the United King. 
dom and in foreign countries,it is desirable 
that such a guarantee as that indicated 
should be given. It has been stated, and 
we have no doubt correctly, that before 
giving the guarantee the Government ob- 
tained from the company the most ample 
security, so that the guarantee, though it 
may be hoped efficacious, will be merely 
nominal, We have little doubt that the 
persistent opponents of the Oanadian Paci- 
fic will adopt the policy which they have 
hitherto puraued and denounce the action 
of the Government, but it is too late to 
throw obstacles in the way of the succsasfuj 
prosecution of a work to which the country 


is fully committed.

Dominion Surveys, 


W. F. King, Inspector of Dominion Land 
Surveys,has returned from the West, where 
he has been since May last, directing the 
work of some 128 survey partios that have 
been at work during the svason just draw- 
ing toa close. He reports some four-fifths 
of the number already returned from work, 
aud the remainder are expected to imme- 
diately follow. Some 1,400 townships 
have been subsdivided this year, being the 
largest area ever surveyed by the de- 
partmont and the greatest amount of work 
ever done in America under the auspices of 
one Govyernor-Genoral. The section of 
country surveyed extends from Moose Jaw 
and the Touchwood hills to Oalgary and 
from the third base line north to the ninth 
correction line, Surveys were also made 
northwest to the third principal meridian 
and around Edmonton. The season has 
been an exceptionally dry one. 

Ryerson Memorial, 

The Mail says: A meeting of the oom- 
mittee haying the Ryerson memorial in 
hand was held yesterday inthe Education 
Department. There were present Dr, Hod- 
gins (chairman), Dr, Oarlyle, Messrs. Mao- 
Murchy and Doane. The report of the 
treasurer, Mr, W, S, Lee, showed that $3,- 
613.79 has been received so far towards the 
memorial. Several large counties have not 
yet contributed. — lt was resolved to make 
another appeal to the sohool inspectors and 
trustees who have not contributed as yet. 
The amount which the committes are desir- 
ous of raising is $6,000. Dr, Oarlyle and 
Mr. Doane were appointed to prepare de- 
tailed information of the amount ocontribu- 
ted and the counties and schools from which 
the moneys came. The committee then 
adjourned.”

Vo the Etitor of the Intelligencer. 


Mr. Epirog,—Ia my last J gaye you somo 
doscription of the prospects for oropa, &o, In 
this part of Gur Dominton, I said if nothing 
untoward occurred thoro was a magnificens 
prospec} before our farmers. Well, my lottor 
was not long gone till our hopos blighted by 
the saddon comlug of a severe [rost, On tho 
moruing of the 83h of Soptembor there wore 
many long facos and aad hearts in this region, 
5 mo suppoaed thele whole orop was uttorly 
ruined and their hearts wont down acoording- 
ly; and with the usual impotuosity of a 
cortain olass, many wore ready, to 
sell out for a song and go to any 
whero under the sun rathor than stay in 
snob a dreadful land. I heard ons man offor 
20 acres of wheat for a {ur oap Ina addition 
many rashod right into print to publish to the 
world the utter ruin of Manitoba Now for 
tho sequol, there {s no crop as badly epollod as 
it was supposed t) bo on tho moratog of the 
Sth. Afier that time oamo over threo wooks 
of lovely woather which nearly rest red maoh 
of the gratn that was supposed to bs rulned, 
Several partios who thought they wonld neod 
to burn thoir grain ia tho fil’ altorwards 
found out they had a, very fair crop. Whoat 
that was badiy frozen of course only partially 
reoovered, but oats riponed in a vory fair con 
dition and gavean encouraging return. I bo- 
lieve the greatest dimags in Manltobs was 
right along the boandary lino, beglnaolog at 
about Rango 4, W,, and takiog an avorage of 
two towaships, the ayeraze was fally 2) por 
cont. I thiak as far weatss R. 14, W. But 
north of that and west the damage from froat 
wow very light, | spo.k now of the region 
south of the Assiniboine and Sourls rivors; in 
many places the crops wore out bafore the 
fr st came and so wore quite eafe. It I jadge 
rightly there was quite as much damage dons 
in northern Pennsylvania es in Manitoba, and 
without eayiog a word against my old homs, I 
believe wa aro botter off hore this year than 
the farmiaz community of Ontario. 

Limos are pretty hard hors, and will be for 
awhile. All the monsy poople brought with 
‘ham is exbauated, an] there has boeu a large 
am uo’ of machinery bought which has to bo 
paid for, and whioh takos all thas pevple can 
make fur the prosont. Had the frost kopt 
away this fall till the maguifioont orop was 
gathered fn, there wouli havo besa plenty, — 
as it is, there will bo a pioch lu many placos, 
Still with all our losses, our country wiil com- 
pare favourably with that to the south of u», 
notwithstanding the constant exaggorations 
of @ portion of ths Canadian preis against us. 
1t soemsas if it is impossible for *»ms poople 
to tell the trut1 when thoy spea's of anything 
in this country. There ato some things I can: 
not unde-stsnd ; horeis one: I amaccastomod 
to hear the oonstant cry of dreaitful freights 
against the O, P, R. In conversation with a 
man in business, I asked thy price of applos 
per barrel; he said (so much), sad gavo aga 
reason the torrible freight they had to pay ; he 
eaid the O. P. R. charged them 60c,, as Iua- 
derstool him, per hundred for oarrying thon 
80 miles, This would briog ap the froight to 
900. fora barre! Wishinz to gota barrel for 
private use, I enqalred of the agont at the 
same station ; ho said the fare for a single bbl. 
was 430., and for a single bbl. 100 miles 630,, 
ins ead of 90c, for 80 miles. This is the way 
stories rise, Oar merchants have charged high 
pricos, and justitied themselves bz crying ex- 
tortionate freights. Here isa sp2ci nen from 
the Winaipeg Times of the 16th, which I 
would like to sea in your paper, as it my as- 
sist in counteracting the bad influeags of the 
Globe corrosponde it at Winnipeg : 

“The Wiaaipeg correypondont of the To- 
ronto Globe is a moat abandoned person, In 
his last letter he saya : 

“‘As things are now, a bashel of whoa’ that 
sells here for eighty conts oosts a dollar and 
g9ven conta to get it to Liverpool, The O.P/R. 
ratoy are simply extortionate, They charged 
$49.75 for taking a oar of oattle to the exhibi- 
tion hast woek from Stony Mountain, a dis- 
tance of less than 70 miles, We expected to 
got cheap fuel this fall, bat $6 25 a ton fraight 
from Mvdiciae Hat makes our own coa! almost 
as donr as importod Amorican coal, aud the 
price of the latter is kspt up by tho ontrage- 
ous freight from Port Arthur, $5 10 aton. I 
montlon these merely as sample cares,” 

‘Now for the facts. Northwost wheat 
costing 80 cents oan be laid dowo in Liver- 
pool at # coat of 42} coats por bushel, or $1,224 
in all; aud itfetchos $1.50 in that ciarkot, 
The C, P. R oarried cattle for exhibition pur- 
poses from Stony, Mouataln to Portage Is 
Prairie, a digtancy of 70 miles, for $31.50 per 
car, and conveyed them baok frase of charge ; 
in other words tho cattle wore oarrled 140 
milos tor $31 50 por oar. In no single instance, 
was $49.75 charged. Coal ia oarried from 
Ssair station, 10 miles west of Medicine Hat, 
the station noarest to tho mine, to Wianipeg 
for 35,50 per ton, or $1 30 leas than the C P. 
R. ia empowered to charge undér tho- tariff 
approved by the Government, Coal io small 
qaantities is carried from Port Arthur to Win- 
nipey for $5.10 por ton; in large quantities for 
$4.35 per ton or a cent por ton per m'l». Tho 
cost of Amorioan ool on the oara ab Port Ar- 
thur is $8 50 per ton, while Mediolne Hat ooal 
is solling in Winnjpeg at $9 per ton—a pro}ty 
Jow figure for the first mining season 

“If the Globe's correspondent has no regard

But as it is often difficult 
for the Government to ascertain the finan- 
olal standing of tenderers, to put up a safe- 
guard against irresponsible adyenturers, 
it nearly always requires that a deposit 
shall be made bythe tenderer not alone 
€s a guarantee of good faith, but asa pro” 
teotion against publicloss. Now we regret 
to say that the Oatario Government is not 


alone found trafficking with contract brok- 
~ ers, irresponsible men, who, whatever, 


their private character may be, are adven~ 
turers, but they have just neglected, as 
they usually neglect, the precaution ayainst 
loss by insisting on tenderers for contracts 
depositing such sums as would be a yuar- 
antee of good faith. This dangerous syatum 


before us. A glanow at tho names of the 
‘tenderers for the Ontario printing shows 
thatsome of the higher tenderers are por- 
{feotly responsible persons, with repucativus 
“notto make, but to lose. The Government, 
however, at first sight to the casual obsur- 
‘ver, shuts its eyes to the incompeteucy of 
»#ho-men tendering, or as to whether the 
tenders offered were in good or bad faith, 
‘and awarded the contract to Mr, Wilson, the 
lowest tenderer. Now they knew when 
they gave the contract to Wilson that he 
Was not competent to fullil it, that if he 
took the contract he must break down, 
since he had not the mechanical equip- 
ment to dotha work, aud was not ware 
Tanted by the margin of personal profit to 
Pp stook. Butinthe face of this 
knowledge, as we haye said, it deliberately 
ignored the higher derers, who were 
men of repute and fioancial standing, 
and handed over $38,000 a year into tho 
hands of a straw man. This looks and is 
® blunder'so gross as to amount to a crime, 
but this blunder is somewhat compounded 
by the element of jobbery and crookedneas 
which afterwards became apparent. It now

Fatal Shot at Apsley. 


SAV RESOLT OF THE CARELESS USE OF FIKR“AKM4,. 


Arsiey, Noy, 3.—Arthur Tomlinson, a» 
farmer rosiding in the towaship uf Chandos in 
the County of Peterborough, was accidentally 
shot in the village of Apsley on Saturday night 
at about 7 p, m,, by ons of his aeighbors, 
Deldine Philips, They had beea at the store 
during the afternoon making some purobases, 
and had jost etarted to go homo. Afier pro- 
ceeding abou! 10 rods, Philips drew from his 
pooket an old-fashioned navy revolver and 
fired one charge into the sir. He was in the 
act of cocking it again when It accidentally 
wont off. Tho ball,s round one, No, 38 calibro, 
entered a little below the right breast of Tom- 
linson, who tell on the spot, He was ploked 
up by Philips, with the assistance of others 
who were in the street, and was carried to 
Mollmoyle’s Hotel. A slight examination of 
the wound showed that tho ball had taken a 
dowaward course, There being no physician 
in the municipality s man wes immediately 
sent to Laketield, the nearest place, 30 miles 
distant, for a surgeon. Mr. Jas, Golborne and 
Mr. B, Andorson, Mogistrates, were sent for, 
Upon their arrival they recsived from the 
wounded man a statement which seemed to 
exonerate Philips from any intentional harm. 
Notwithstanding this they ordorei Philips 
into the oustody of an officer to await the 
result of the injary. 

Apstty, Nov. 4.—Oo Sunday morning Mr. 
Tomlinson died at 7 a.m., before Dr, Boll ar- 
rived, 

Mr. Tomlinson was of Irish descent, and 
was born on May 24, 1827, the Queen's birth 
day. He came to Canada io 1836, and located 
ata place called ‘‘Glenallen.” Previous to 
his coming to Canada ho spent his early life 
in Hor Majesty's service. In about the year 
1875 he moved to the ‘ownship of Chandos 
and loosted on the Wellington road, abont 
two miles castof Apsley on the 4th concession, 
where he took up a freo land grant. Mr.Tom- 
linson was a quict, inoffensive, temperate old

Deldine Philips, who unfortunately did the 
shooting, is a residen of the same township 
and is a temporate and pescoful oltizen. He 
has been a resident of Chandos sbout four 
years. He tormerly resided at Exoter, On- 
tario, He spent the carly part of last night 
in agony at the bedside of the dying man, but 
at midnight he was looked ap by order of the 
Magistrates to await the arriyal of Dr. Boll, 
the coroner, from Lakeficld, who arrived on 
tho scone at about 11 thie morning.

EDITORIAL BREVITIES 


The Globe claims that there was an im- 
portant difference between the Lennox and 
West Middlesex election oases. So there 
was, but the organ has failed to note it. lt 
wes this, that whereas in West Middlesex 
no corruption was shown on the side of the 
Conservative petitioners, in Lennox nearly 
as much bribery was shown on behalf of 
the Grit petitioners as on bebalf of the 
Conservative respondent, and that, too, by 
the witnesses who were called by the Grits 
for the purpose ot proving the corruption 
of their opponents. 


The Oanadian tariff is not perfect, says 
the Winnipeg Times, but under it much 
has been done for Oanadian industry. The 
case of the 0. P. R. isan interesing one, 
Last year they paid duties to the amount of 
$800,000. This year, although they have 
used quite as much material, their contri - 
bution to the revenue will not exceed $75,- 
000. The explanation is that they have 
encouraged Oanadian manufactures of every 
kind, the tariff in a measure compelling them 
todoso. Instead of importing their cars 
from Dayton, O., they now get them from 
the Oobourg oar shops. Montreal,Toronto, 
Hamilton and other manufacturing centres 
have supplied an infinite variety of other 
articles used in the operation or oonstruct- 
fon of the road, which in the previous year 
had to be imported from the United States 
slmply because they were not then made in 
Canada. It is estimated thatin this way 
the O. P. R. has boon instrumental in pro- 
moting the manufacture of 100 articles 
ether not previously manufactured in Uan- 
@da or only manufactured on an exceedingly 
small scale. The policy of developing 
Oanadian industry will be assiduously pur- 
sued by the company {n the future. It is 
manifestly to their interest to encourage 
alike the manufactures of the E vst aud the 
settlement of the Northwost, as from those 
sources the freight by which the road will 
live must be drawn.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE—CIVIO INVESTIGATION— 
THE SPEAKER'S QUARTERS, 


Orrawa, Nov.6.—The following resolu- 
tion was carried unanimoutly by the Uily 
Council Iast night ;—‘'That the oity clerk 
be authorized to draw up a memorial to be 
signed by the Mayor ond forwarded to the 
Untario Logisiature next session, prayivg 
that the franchise be conferred on women, 
who are otherwise qualified to vote at an 
election in the province of Oatarlo, both for 
municipal and legislative purposes " 

A committee of medical men was also 
appcinted to examine and report on the 
House of Bethlebem,at this city, where 171 


out of 193 ohildren, mostly  ille 
gitimate, born in the  inatitution, 
died within o year. The mayor 


said these children pined away because 
their mothers left them, and because there 
were not attendants enough to look after 


them. 
It is said the appeal in the case of the 


girl MoOabe, under sentance of death at 
Hamilton for killing her child, has been 
favorably entertained, and that her 
sentence will be commuted.

Big Gun Practice. 


The third of a series of trials with tho 
80-ton gun was rocently made against a 
wall 40 feet in thickness, composed en- 
tirely of granite. The range, the charge 
of powder, and the projectile were 
the same as in former experiments. 
The shell struck the target about six 
feet above the ground, and buried itself 
about eighteen feet. Thore was no olean 
hole left behind the projectile, the concrete 
nearly filling up the gap made by the shell, 
For purposes of defence, the wall was left 
perfectly useless, huge oracks running 


across it up to the summit, and other 


cracks exhibiting themselves in several 
directions. The wall appeared to be quite 
unsafe, and as the digging out of the fallen 


concrete to unearth the shell was pro- 
ceeding, a further fall of the ‘material 
took place. 


It was generally supposed 
that the projectile had not token a direct 


course after it had got some distance into 


the concrete, but that it had swerved. The 
muzzle velocity of the projectile was re- 
gistered at 1,606 feet per second,and 1,586 
feet per second at the striking point. Al. 
though everyone went under cover at the 
firing to shelter themselves from any stones 
which the concussion of the shell and the 


wall might have scattered about, none of 
these were experionoed even at so short a 
distance as 200 yards.

The French Army: 


The French army is certainly better 
than it was in 1870,but it isnot considered 
by Lord Wolsely and other military 
authorities as yet either solid or in a state 
of preparation when compared with Ger- 
many. The different classes, it is true, are 
beginping to pass ont of the reserve into 
the territorial army, which means that the 
field army is complete on paper. But the 
successive changes, due to restlessness, 
have so altered the army again and again 
that the number of men trained by no 
mesns equals that of the trained soldiers 
in Germapy. The French have ao fair 
mobilization scheme op paper, but at the 
best it would not work as well ap that of 
the Germans, which has been well tried, 
while the French has not. Then the 
French cavalry is indifferent, and,to crown 
all, the Fronoh cannot put their bands on 
asiogle trusted leader,military or political, 
since Chanzey and Gambetta went.

berg. Inthe clroumstances it was tho act of 
a hero which was only eclipsed by his still 
grander deed of burning the papal ball at 
Wittenberg in 1520, Daring the following 
year Luther was summoned to ths Diet of 
Worms, where, in answer to the question es 
to whether ho would retract his writings, he 
nobly answered that he would on condition of 
his being refuted fromthe word of God. 
Here,” he said, ‘I stand, I oavnot do 
otherwise, God help me, Amen.” On May 
25th the excommunioation of Romo was pro- 
nounced az,ainst him in its worst form, Luther 
left the Diet in a oalm frame of mind. Pro- 
ceeding on bis return journey he was seized 
by order of his elector,and carried to the Cas- 
tle of Wartburg. whore, in the character of a 
knight, ho lived in seclusion for nearly a year:

required fighting. He was vehenfent and 
passionate, whiob, while making him intense 
asa Reformer, not unfreguently led him into 
uncon) teous acts. In 1546 Luther was invited 
to Eislebon, bis birth place, to arbitrate ina 
dispute, Ho wastaken ill while there and 
died on February 17th, breathing the words, 
**Into Thy hands I commend myspirit.’’ We 
may,sum up the charac or of Luther in tho 
language of Thomas Carlyle; “I will call 
this Luther a true great man; great in intel-

Curiosities 


It Hurls a Projectile seven and a Half 
Miles, 


J.R.Haskell, inyenter of the multicharge 
gun, the other day led a party down to the 
Sandy Hook station to witness the experi- 
mental firing of this new war implement, 
Boside the firing shied at the station, mount- 
ed upon « tall carriage, stood the fanious 
yun, a huge mass of irnn, 25 feet long and 
weighing 20 tons, looking like a gigantic 
section of an iron mast with four. ‘stupen- 
dous tumors grown in line upon its under 
side,and a rash of cranks,nuts and handles, 
broken out above and at its biggest end, 
The tumors indicate the pockets for the 
explosion of supplomental’ charges of pow- 
der,which are the distinctive feature of this 
gun. The bore of the gun is six inches in 
diameter and the pockets ave eqch 22 inches 
in depthi, their greatest diameter 117 inches, 
the width of each throat opening into 4 
bore four inches, 4nd their angle of inclin- 
ation toward the muzzle of the gun 54 de- 
grees. The entire mterjor of the gunjhore 
and pockets, is of gteel, oyer which is 4 
thick mass of jron, 

Big steel plugs containing tho pressure 
gauge were screw ed into the bottom of the 
pockets. Thon four other steol plugs were 
unscrewed on the upper sides of the gun, 
Into cach aperture thus made was thruat 
along upper funnel, through which the 
charges of powder were poured into the 
pockets. “18 pounds ineagh, after which 
the plugs were screwed into” place again, 
Into the pocket nearest the breech was put 
powder in grains as big as peas ; into the 
second pocket graing half as large; into the 
third grains not more than quartered pons 
in size, and in the fourth pocket ordinary 
musket powder was used, Those gradutions 
in size Were yule because the finer powder 
grains ive ‘the move quickly burned, and 
it is desirable to have a rapidity of yas cdle- 
velopment in the bore of the gun propor? 
tionate to the constantly and swiftly ac- 
celerating speed of the moving projective. 

When the pockets were charged the 
bréech was thrown open, and, through a 
copper shield or guide, te carry it accurate- 
ly into place, a conical shot—iron, banded 
with copper to take the rifling—weighing 


110 pounds, having been daubed with 
grease and yawumbago, was shoved. into 


place, and, by niéans of a handspike, solidly 
rammed to the shoulder at the end of the 
breech-chamber, whore it must bogin to be 
compressed to take the rifling. Behind it 
was fitted a gas check wad, composed of 
disks of sole leather and copper,and greased 
like the shot.

Colonization Companies, 

The Toronto Globe, dealing with an article 
on the work of the colonization companies, 
which appeared in these columns, as 5: 
** Would not these men have settled in the 
country if no one of these COTM PANLCS had 
ever existed 7?” 

The question is ably answered by Mr, 
Armstrong, Managing Director of the York 
Farmers’ Co. He says many of the com- 
panies havs sent special agents to Great 
Britain, and secured excellent settlers from 
there. The Primitive Methodist Co., for 
example, despatched Rev, Mr. Boe, who 
delivered a series of lectures, distributed 
pamphlets and wrote to the press. The 
Dominion Land Co, was represented in the 
Old Country by Mr. Gillespie, its manager; 
this winter the Saskatchewan Land Co. will 
send an agent to the United States, Eng- 
land and Germany ; last winter the York 
Farmers’ Co, had an experienced agent in 
Scotland. Mr, Armstrong, speaking more 
directly of the ope rations of his own ¢om- 
pany, says : 

Our tract of land consists of about 175,- 
000 nores, and during the past season we 
haye had four resident agents, who are paid 
a cominission by ug for each ontry they 
tike, busy piloting intending  ‘kettlers 
through these lands and guiding them to a 
choice of any untaken homesteads, which 
when made the agent at once takes the 
settler’s legal entry and gives him a printed 
interim receipt with the Government stamp 
thereon, Moreoyer we have outside agents 
bringing in settlers and handling them over 
to these four entry agents: Thus do we 
not only bring settlers into {he country, 
but hy attording them facilities for inspect- 
ing and exploring the lands and becoming 
legally entered for a homestead and pre: 
emption, do we retajn them as citizens of 
Canada,” 

The companies in short perform work 
which would otherwise have to be done by 
the Goyerment, They do more, in fact, 
for the settler than the Government would 
or Could do, for they build roads and saw- 
milla, open stores on the co-operative prin- 
ciple, and advance him money. The Globe 
always forgets that the scheme of coloniza+ 
tion by companies was first introduced by 
Mr, Mackenzie and received its cordial 
aupport,— Winuiped Times,

Cabbages of the 
robust type’sdém to revel in. the purified 
soil; poplar trees, which were stuck out 
only as twigs, are growing thriftily. Doctor 
Sketchley at the outset had prepared a food 
supply for his feathered pets. Pets? No, 
they are not that, for * they are every one 
Vicious after they are three years old, though 
when they are chicks they follow you 
about and are so affectionate that they are 
a nuisance, They will peck at your cars 
and nose and try to steal your” handker- 
chief. 

** Now some people have formed a judg 
mont,” said Doctor Sketchley, as he opened 
one of the incubators and revealed a vast 
array of bouncing (ostrich oggs therein, 
** that because we lave not yet 
in hatching out any ostriches here, our ex- 
poriment is a failure. I don’t think any 
thing ofthe sort. chickens have 
livéd thirty days in the egg out of the 
forty-two necessary to hatch them, But 
the ogus were not perfec t. The twenty 
one birds we have here, brought by a round 
about way, were transported 22 000 miles 
before they reached their far. They 
caine part of the distance by car, None 
wore lost on the way, and none have died 
OXcopt the one killed by its mate. When 
they reached Anaheim, they are blindfold 
ed, having stocking pulled over their 
heads. Then they were pushed into a 
truck provided with board sidings running 
up seven oreight feet. When they are 
blinded they aré tractable. They will not 
kick unless they know what they are kick- 
ny at. 

“This long transportation was one draw- 
back. Next,when they reached New York, 
although it was Winter there, it was the 
middle of their Summer, Then they are 
bronght okt here and they find another 
Summer and keep right on laying. It is 
casy to see that they aay. be overtaxed, 
That the evgs are not fruitful at once does 
not warrant any one in saying that the ex, 
periment is a failure. I shall not admit it 
until a year at least. At present the birds 
are going through acclimatization, and are 
not thoroughly well, I think. ‘Taking all 
things together I'see no reason yet, why 
the experiment should not succeed here 
The Summer weather is warmn enough; the 
Winter is not s0 cold as. in Africa where 
they thrive. I think that the climate here 
is better than in Africa. We have had a 
tumperature of 105 degrees “in the shade 
litre for the best part of fhree weeks, and 
once it reached 142 degrees in the sun. 
Then | took from the incubator the draw- 
ers containing the eggs and laid them on 
the ground in the shade in this house, and 
it was warm enough for meubation, For 
all that, the idea that ostriches leave the 
suu to hatch their eggs is all bosh. 
the idea that the ostriches when chased 
Will stick their heads in the sand thinking 
that this hides them. I wish they had that

The Dark Continent. 


The Explorations of De DBrasza, the French 
Traveller, 


M. de Brazza was sent first to the Congo 
sole time about the year 1875, and has 
siice that time been engaged there in ex- 
ploring and secking a trade route from the 
coast up to Stanley Pool, the point where 
navigable water extends 900 miles into the 
interior regions His first journey was 
along the Ogowe, following the river to the 
mountain, and then striking the Congo at 
Stanley Pool. This route, he said, would 
be the best one for tapping the Congo in 
the interest of French commerce. Subse 
quently he advocated another route, start 
ing from the west coast at Banga and reach 
ing the Congo at the point Hi 
second route, from Banya, is also of much 
greater length than along the banks of the 
Congo. The Minister of Foreign Affairs 
placed a sum of 10,000f, at his disposal, and 
later the Minister of Public

OUR TRADE WITH BRITAIN. 


It isa significant, and not unimportant 
fact, says the Monetary Times, that while 
the imports from Groat Britain into Can- 
ada for the first nine months of the present 
year were smaller than those of a like 
period in the prey ious year, yet the imports 
into Britain from Canada were considerably 
greator, The figures were, by the British 
Board of Trade returns up to end of Septem- 
ber, 1883 : Exports to Canada, £5,026,475; 
ditto 1882, £5,273,961. Imports from 
Canada, nine months 1883 ;—£5,424,707 ; 
ditto 1882, £4,551,282. Thus we see the 
Dominion exported to Britain during nine 
months of the present year, four and a thind 
_million dollars’ worth more than in ‘the 
same months of the previous year. Not 
only this, but she imported less, both 
relative and actually ; aud‘instead of tho 
balance of trade being against us, as it was 
in 1882, we have a balance of $1,890,000 in 


our favor this year.

—Ten disguised men attacked a farmer near 
Cork on the 12th, . 

—Spain reports a surplus in the treasury for 
the first time in many years. 

—China has purchased the arms and cannon 
of the French colony in Egypt. 

—The County Fermanagh, Ireland, has been 
proclaimed under the Crimes Act, 

—It is expected that the withdrawal of the 
British troops from Egypt will be completed 
within the next four weeks. 

—Mexico is reported to have refused the de- 
mands of the English bondholders and with 
drawn her representative from London.

—Chief Jones, of the Missisagua Indians, has 
requested the Government to permit his tribe to 
take advantage of that clause in the Indian Act 
which authorizes any tribe to form itself into a 
legal municipality.

The 
reasons for tha statement are because the en- 
trance to Presqu "Ile is crooked and dangerous, 
necessitating towage and loss of time, while the 
free navigation of the lake is in sight. These 
considerations will preverit lake vessels using the 
canal, Nor can there be any local’trade worth 
mentioning, for the Grand Trunk Railway is 
within one mile of the canal on the north. Per- 
haps the organ will tell us where the trade is to 
come from to utilize their expensive work, 


We have an inclination to gratify the 
desire of this ignoramus for the enlighten- 
ment of his ignorance,as the evidence which 
he requires is voluminous, and has been 
published many times in these columns. 
We refer him, however, to the Public Works 
reports for 1868 and 1869,and to the report

A Rich LTP ageyiion. | Young 
The ruler of 250,000,000 of which the 
Chinese nation probably consists, is now 
within five years of his*)higjority, and is an 
occupant, while yet a miinor, of the same 
apartments in which lived tlie Emperor who 
prone him on the ‘Dragon Throne. 
‘here, says the North China Herald,he eats 
with gold-tipped chopsticks ofivory. ‘There 
he'sleeps on a large Ninypo bedstead, richly 
carved and ornamentedwith ivory and gold, 
the same on which ‘the noble-mnded ‘Em- 
perors Kang Hsi and Chien Lung used to 
recline after the day’s fatigue last century 
and the century before. Like one of those 
living Buddhas who may be seen ina 
Jamagery on the Mongolian plateau, he is 
knelt to by.all his attendants and honored 
asa god. There is this difference, that the 
respect felt for him) jstnore profound than 
for them, The seclusion: in which he is 
kept algo is far more complete. The build- 
ing in which the Emperor resides is called 
Yang Hsin Tien, aad is a little to the west 
of the Ch’en Ch'ing Meu in the middle of 
the palace.” At thébatk of the central gate, 
on the south sidé>is the great reception 
hall. When Ministers of State and others 
enter for an audience, at four, tive or six in 
the morning, xcctinling to custom, they have 
to go on foot to the ¢entre of the palace over 
half a mile if they enter by the east or west 
gate, and when they get on in years they can 
approoiate the Emperor's favor, which then, 
by a deerée, alléyfsithem to be borne in a 
chair instead of walking, 
SEVEN MAGNIFICENT APARTMENTS, 
The rooms of the Emperor consist uf seven 
comparbnients, ‘They are provided with the 
divan or k’ang, the peculiar institution of 
North China.) Phe k'angs are covered with 
red felt of nativd manufacture, and the floor 
with Kuropoan carpets, The cushions all 
have embroidered on them the dragon and 
the pheenix, Pretty things scattered 
through the tooms are endless in varioty, 
and aré changed in accordance with any wish 
expressed by the Emperor.

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Extraordinary Disclosures, 

In connection with the special efforts 
which the Londén Congrégational Union is 
making to supply ‘* halls” in. various parts 
of London, inquiries. haye been instituted 
as to life in some of the lowest And most 
degraded districts, The facts have ‘been 
collected under the superintendence of the 
Rev. Andrew Mearns, Secretary of the 
Union. Out of 2.290 persons, ‘Tiving in 
consécutive houses’ in Bow Common, only 
88 adults and’ 47 children attend Any place 
of worship; while in one street, near Lei- 
cester Square, containing 246 families, only 
12 are said to be represented in church or 
chapel, ..The ,condition .of some of these 
homes is said to be *‘ pestilential,”” To get 
into them you have to visit courts which 
the sun never penetrates, which are never 
visited by a bréath of fresh air, and which 
never know the virtues of a drop of cleans- 
ing water. In one cellar was found a fath- 
er, mother, three children, and four pigs. 
In, another room was;a man ill with small- 
pox, his wife just recovering from her eighth 
confinement, andthe children running about 
half naked, and coyered with dirt, In an 
underground kitchen seven persons were 
found living, and a child lying dead ip the 
same room ; while another apartinent} cén- 
tained father, mother, and six children, two 
of them being ill with scarlet fever. “Immo- 
rality is but the natural outcome of condi- 
tions like the above. The poverty of many, 
who strive to live honestly, is described as 
appalling. In St, George’s-in-the-East large 
nuinbera of women and children, some’ of f 
the latter being only seven years of age, 
were employed in sack-making, for which 
they gota farthing each ; while in one house 
a widow and her hilf-idiot daughter were 
found making palliases at 1fd éach. Ano- 
ther woman, who’ has a’sick husband and 
child, was found employed at shirt finishing 
at 3d a dozen, and by the utmost effort can 
only make 6d «a day, out of which she has 
to tind her own thread.

Sale of Good-Wil. 


How fav the saleof pthe good-will of a 
cObiniereint establidlipient will stop the ven- 
dor from opening a similar establishment 
in the same vicinity within a short time 
after the sale, in the absence of an express 
understanding or stipulation tothe con- 
trary, 1s a question that hasrecently ocet- 
pied the attention of the Supreme Court of 
uisiana, restlélng’ in w decision that the 
vendor is not by such sale precluded from 
so doing. The Court said ; 

Plaintill contends that the legal’ obliga- 
tion of the yendur to warrant thie peaceable 
possession and enjoyment of the good-will 
necessarily implies the obligation notte 
enterimto a similar line of business at a 
sliort distance from the other, calculated to 
draw customers from the concern which he 
had sold, and to thus destroy the good-will 
sold and warranted, This construction is 
resisted by the defendant, who urges that 
the vendor, under such circumstances, will 
not be held to have thus contracted not to 
enter into a similar business,in the absence 
of an express stipulation to that effect, and 
that a contract in restraint of trade cannot 
be. presumed and.enforeed. by the Courts. 

The issue thus presented has not yet 
been the subject of inquiry in our juris 
prudence, and it therefore presents a new 
question, of seriousimportatice to commerce, 
to the solution of which we haye bestowed 
unusual care, thought, and study, Tlie 
three cases quoted from our reports do not 
involve the present issue, but the principles 
therein settled afford some assistance,in our 
present researches, and throw some light 
on the subject of this controversy. They 
settle the principle that good-will can be 
the subjec t of asale in commercial contracts 
andthat the clauseinan act of sale by 
which the vendor binds himself not to pur- 
sue the same tradé Or business as that which 
he sells, within a specified limit, and for a 
specified time, is not invalid as being in 
restraint of trade, and can be enforced by 
the Courts. Such was the issue presented, 
and such was the adjudication made, in the 
case of Wintz rs. Voght, 3 La. Ann.” 16, 
and Verges rs. Forshee, 9 id. 204. The 
decision in the case of the Succession of 
Jean Journe, 2L id. 391, defined the mean 
ing in Jaw of the term ‘good will,” and re- 
affirmed the doctrine that it wasa leval 
subject of trade, and bargain and sale 
. The term has been detined by several 
authors, whose definitions, although varied 
ii terms, all approximate to the same 
Meaning The following definition by 
Judge Story commends itself for its clear 
ness and vast comprehension ; ‘* Good-will 
is the advantage or benifit which is acquir- 
ed by an ostablishmeut beyond the mere 
value of the capital, sto« k funds, or other 
property employed therein, in consequence 
uf the weneral public patronage and encou 
ragement which is received from constant 
or habitual customers, on account of ita 
local position or common celebrity or re pu 
tation for skill or influence, or pune tuality, 
or from other accidental circumstances or 
necessities, or even for ancient partialitic .

northern end, and the cogging and rail mills 
and finishing shop following im proper 
quence, The raw materials are brought in 
to the rear of the basic Bessemer: convert- 
ers (which have Holley’s moveable shells), 
and where there are three cupolas for melt- 
ing the pig-iron, The dolomite for lining 
the converters is stored in bunkers, and 
before being used is calcined in the cupolas, 
of which thore are three. The calcined 
material is crushed under edge runners,anidl 
foilintoincorporting mills, where itia mixe ‘3 
with tar to the consistency of stiff paste,

which condition it is used for lining” the 
converters and making the bottoms, Over 


the converters is 4 G1-ton travelling crane, 
by which they are lifted bodily from their 
trunnions aml eaaried to the rear to be lined, 
where they, are arranged under a 30-ton 
travellor,- At present the pig is melted in 
cupolas, but itis intended eventually to work 
on tho direct system, taking the molten 
iron from the adjacent furnaces directly to 
the converter, . The three pig-iron cupoliw 
are arranged so that the raw material is 
taken up toa height of 21 feet by means of 
a 20-ton hydraulic lift, and there charged 
with the necessary quantity of coke and 
limestone. When melted the iron is drawn 
out on the ground floor into 12-ton ladles, 
and then.pushed forward by means of a 
small locomotive to another 20-ton lift, by 
Which it is hoisted to the converter staye- 
level, which is 21 feet above the und 
line, also on the same leyel as the changing 
stage, It is then pushed forward to the 
converter by a small locometive which isin 
waiting on the*converter Staging.

A novel method for adninistering nour- 
ishinent to invalids and persons with weak 
digestion has been practised in Paris with 
ait success, Diseasesand enfeebled health 
commonly owe their origin to the imperfect 
assimilation of food. When the digestive 
functions are impaired the body is insuffi 
ciently nourished, and is unable to resist 
the encroachments of disease For the 
maintenance of health and for restoration 
in sickness, it is of the first huportance that 
the food be not only of the most nouvis hing 
kind, but that it bée administered in a forin 
easy of digestion and assimilation.

Notes by the Way, 


Santingo to Vietoria, Hh, Cc, 


Tov the Bditor of the Intelligencer, 
Vicrorta, B.C., Nov, Ist, 1885 

Dian Sir My last letter was written 
from Santiago, situate hear the extreme 
southern part of California, 15 miles from 
the borders of Mexico. The town is nicely 
situated on a beautiful bay, and at one tine 
aspired to the high positionsof ehief coin 
mereial city and metropolis of the Golden 
State. The climate is moderate and heal 
thy, and many come here to recruit lost 
health, The population, which was once 
3,000, las consitlerably decreased. ‘here 
ave at present oyer 300 buildings unoceu- 
pied, and real ostate is one-half below its 
boom prices and reminds me of Belleville 
some years ago, Tho California Southern 
Railway has not done for the place what it 
wis expected to do, Itis the only dall 
place I have passed through. Being de 
tained at this place four weeks, I visited 
the country for many miles around. The 
harvest was gathered in, and the country 
altogether presonted a very parched ap 
pearance, Sand and dust met the eye on 
all hands, and the desolation of the moun 
tains added to the monotony of the scene, 
though here and there were small and beau- 
liful villages, occupied principally with 
vineyards and orchards, which was a relief 
to the scene. 

On the morning of Sept. 14th, I left for 
Los Angeles, through Riverside and Col- 
ton, and here changed cars on the Southern 
Pacific. Arrived at Los Angeles the same 
evening, Here I spent a few days viewing 
this wonderfully growing city. Lt is by far 
the liveliest place L ever saw. They are 
building in every direction. The old Mex- 
ican town of adobe houses is fast disappear- 
ing, to make room for splendid new blocks, 
While here, the Mexicans celebrated tho 
anniversary of their freedom from Spain. 
Thousands gathered from the surrounding 
country, and had a grand procession. Your 
readers have read of their lovely gardens 
of delicious fruits. For many miles around 
itis nothing but fruit, and in many oreliards 
lemons, oranges-and=peaches le on the 
ground as do apples at oeses 

On my way to San Francisco I yet Mr, 
Nicholson, the very popular manager of 
Mr. Newhull’s ranche, and by his very kind 
invitation I stopped at Newhall station, 
thirty miles distant from* Los Angeles, 
After a very pleasant ride of six miles we 
arrived atthe house. Here they have a 
village of their own. _ I pent a few days to 
got an idea of California's big ranches. This 
one contains 50,000 acres and is 20 miles 
long. . They cultivate 18,000 acres of wheat 
and barley, the latter for fattening their 
stock.’ This year, on’ account of drought, 
they harvested only half their crops and 
turned in the hogs and cattle to eat the 
the remainder, They cut all their grain 
with binders,’ The steam machine thresh- 
ers clean and bag all the grain. The 
thousands of sacks of barley are all marked 
ready for feed before” leaving “the field. 
Here are thousands of sacks of wheat piled 
up in pyramids waiting for market. After 
tlie sleighing is over they go at ploughing, 
which continues for about five months. 
With their large wheel four gang ploughs, 
they plough, sow and drag atthe same 
operation, eight acres per day, and are 
drawn by six horses. They own three hun- 
dred horses, three hundred head of cattle, 
three thousand sheep and four hundred 
hogs. All grain and yegetables are sacked 
and sold by weight oy this,slope,. The 
price Of sacks rahges from eight to ten 
cents andiis this niuch of atax on farmers. 
There I came in direct communication with 
the cow boys, whom we have heard so 
much about, All the teaming is done by 
six and eight horse teams, and oudasionally, 
they hitch on two waggons and add on 
additional horses, . When’ trayelling they 
create such a dust that you can see it miles 
away, The four hundred and fifty miles to 
San Francisco is over a large desert and 
through mountains. On reaching the coast, 
a pleasant change, from the continual hot, 
scorching weather, toa jcool sea breeze, is 
experienced; and the sight of black soil, 
with plenty of vegetation without irriga- 
tion, was to me a welcome sight. We are 
soon linded in the great Pacific city. 
Here is the best and most complete system 
of, (street cars ji the world. This system 
was invented and first introduced here and 
will soon supercede all others. It is*a 
grand sight to ride up and down long Steep 
hills fully as steep as Meyers’ Hill. The 
city Is full of them and ‘street cars run 
every diregtion, But the beauty of the 
city 1s well known, Afterawweek pleasantly 
spent in enjoying ity many attractions and 
a second week under the doctor's hands, 
caused by the bad water and’ hot regions 
passed through, I embarked on the steamer 
LE. W. Elder, for Victoria, distant seveu 
hundred and fifty wiles. We are soon out 
of the Golden Gate, and on the broad Pa- 
cific. Strong head winds and heavy sea 
soon laid most of our hundred passengers 
low . 

Oh, the horrors of sea sickness in that 
rolling tub, Several wished the yessel to 
go down ta get out of misery, Slowly 
we go on and most of the time we are ih 
sight of the rough looking cougt of Gali 
fornia, Oregon and Washington Territory 
On the 4th day, (Oct. 4tb) 4 beautiful 
morning, we came in sight of Vancouver's 
Island and soon after arrived in the fine 
harbor of Victorian. After taking a walk 
in the city I secured comfortable quarters 
The people were dressed i Sunday attire 
and were wending their Wily with thei 
families to church. A general respect for 
the Sabbath seemed to preyailjas labor and 
business were nuspondod, his was strong 
ly in contrast with whit To had seen 


during portions of iny journey The 
first familiar face I inet here was 
our friend McKeown, It was indeod

Keusous Why so Many Ve Ix ure lost on 
the Great Lakes, 


Vew York Sin 


**T would rather cross the oceh twe nty 
Lines, at this season of the year,than make 
one trip from the St. Lawrence Tiver to 
Chicavo on the lakes, sid Capt. Tra Brown, 
an old Lake Erie skipper “The annual 


loss Of life nnd property on the lake Mapre 
portionately very much greaterthan itis on 
the Atlantic Ocean, and you may always 
expect to hear of disasters on the ureat 
lakes following the reports of every severe 
storm. Lake skippers will take risks that 
would appal the bravest ocean sailor, They 
Will start from. port with vessels that are 
hardly seaworthy in the calinest weath r 
and inore of them are afloat during ihe 
mont dangerous part of the year than any 
other time. . This is because the months of 
October and November are the most profit 
able to vessel owners, cargoes thot being 
plenty, and freight rates higher, 

* Grain shipments are livelier as the sea 
son draws to a close, and every vessel that 
will float will eommand a cargo, The sail 
Ing Benson 14 Very short on the lakes, as 
it 18 late in the spring before the ice embar 
Ko 18 removed, ands early in’ the winter 
When it again closes navigation. The akiy) 
or'atlesire is to take advintage of every 
1our of his time, and notwithstanding the 
fact that he is liable to be overtake at 
any moment by storms of great violence, he 
takes no precaution that wall subject him to 
the least delay in port. 

“This reckless. disregard for life and 
properly enlisted tio interference on the part 
even Of skippers, who are the parties most 
interested, until'a few years ago, when a 
movement was made to- have’ inspectors 
appointed by the Government to examine 
the vessels in the grain trade of the Jakes, 
But, from all accounts, there are still many 
worthless hulks plying between Oswego 
and Chicago, 

“The dangers of lake navigation are se 
great thateven the staunchest vessels are 
frequently unable to-escape them. Storms 
sweep over the lakes without any warning, 
The November-stormson- Lake Erie are 
frightful, and sailors depend to-a great 
extent on landmarks as guides. in- uaviga- 
tion. ‘The blinding: sleet that nearly al- 
Ways accompanies the storms obliterates 
these marks sometimes for days, and, as 
the sea room is limited, vessels caught int 
these storms are in constant danger of 
going to pieces either on the rocky shores 
or on sone of the islands that stud these 
inland seas. 

‘Lake Ontario's shores are especially 
menacing to lake craft during storms, but, 
fortunately, this lake is not so liable to be 
swept by gales as some of the others in the 
chain. If a vessel heaves to in a storm it is 
almost certain to be drifted ashore, or if it 
runs down the lake towards the St. Law- 
rence River it is endangered by the many 
islands that abound there. 

**Many skippers have wrecked thieir ves- 
sels in'the risky effort to make Oswego har- 
bor in a» storm. The entrance to this har- 


bor is very narrow, and the vessel that is 
steered forit and does not make it is almost 
certain to go to pieces on the rocks under 


Fort Ontario.

The guarantee alone would be fifteen per 
centy on twenty, and then the Company 
Uarantoos an extra bwo per ¢ ont . It ap 
poars that an option was given at 65 instond 
of 20, but there is another error The 
stock is not in the hands of speculators but 
under the immediate control of the direc 
tors of the company, The statement pub 
lished in tho Graphic on Monday on behalf 
of the directors may be fully relied on, and 
is in accordance with the statemonts made 
in the semi-official journals in Canada 
Still there has been a promise of a state 
ment by the Premier, Sir John Macdonald, 
which will, doubtless, appear sin @ day or 
two. ‘The mode of placing the stock has 
been by giving options to syndicates of 
capitalists, ~ The amount placed, including 
the last 810,000,000, has been 865,000,000, 
The first $10,000,000 was taken at 50, and 
the remainder at higher ratos, so that it is 
probable that the 865,000,000 issued has 
not realized more than 836,000,000. The 
Government of Canada is authorized to sell 
terminable annuities,and itseema that in ox 
dor to inerease the value of their stock, the 
directors of the Canulian Pacitic have bor 
rowed three per cont. annuitios torminable 
on Augast 17, 1893, for the Whole §$100,- 
000,000, but of this only $65,000,000 is to 
be paid at once. Their original guarantoe 
was five per cent. during construction, 
which, it is expected, will be completed in 
the spring of 1886, lt: may be well to cor- 
rect another error in Saturday’s Graphic 
The aggregate resources of the Canadian 
Pacitic were placed at $55,000,000, consist- 
ing of cash bonds $25,000,000, land grant 
$25,000,000, and stock $5,000,000....Now, 
it will appear from what has been stated 
above that the stock already placed has pro- 
duced about $36,000,000 and the renihinder 
sunpaid will probably bring. on. or about 
$20,000,000. There is another item of 
$30,000,000, the value of certain sections 
of the road contracted for by the Govern- 
iiunt before the bargain was made with the 
syndicate, and which were handed over to 
them free of cost, One of-these sections is 
between Prince Arthur's Landing at the 
heal of Lake Superior and Winnipeg, and 
has been already handed over complete. 
The other is in British Columbia and is 
being constructed by a tirm of United States 
contractors of high standing. It will there- 
fore be necessary to add $66,000,000 in- 
stead of 85,000,000 to the 850,000,000 mak- 
ing $116,000,000 irrespective of the $35,- 
000,000 of stock in the hands of the Goy- 
ermuent. It is generally believed that the 
land will produce more than” the-estimate, 
as many sales have boon made at $2 to 83 
per acre. In Canada the opponents of the 
tovernnient denounce it for having given 
sucht advantageous terms to the company, 
but there is a general admission that it is 
necessary to complete the road, and that it 
is better in the hands of the gompany than 
under the immediate control of the Govern- 
ment,

Manitoba Urges Ontario to Bring About a 
Decision 


The Rat Portage Progress contains the 
following report of a portion of the proceed- 
ings in the trial of Boston O'Brien, charged 
with liavinty committed an assault in the 
disputed territory. Mr. Hugh MecMalion 
appeared for the prisoner. and the Attor- 
ney General conducted the prosecution on 
behalf of the: Growif ~A number of wit- 
nesses were examined for both sides, and 
evidence was adducted to prove tlie pris- 
iontr guilty os the offence. 

Mr, McMahon submitted that this difti- 
culty having arisen between the forces of 
two municipal Governments having con- 
current jurisdiction and authority in this 
territory, that even if, as was alleged, 
tliere was any excess, that he cannot be 
tried and convicted for.it here-at alk “The 
law is clear that where, either through 
mistake of territorial jurisdiction—or where 
it is admitted (as itmust be in this case, 
under the statute) that both Governments 
have authority, employ peace officers there 

“and where one of these officers happens 
to assault another—that it cannot be tried 
under the ordinary form of procedure. 
Counsel cited cases in support of this posi- 
tion, and wenton to submit that this was a 
case in Which his Lordship could not tell 
the jury that they ought to convict prison- 
ers. lt would be very dangerous to ask a 
jury to convict under the’citcumstances, 

The Attorney General, in reply, pomntedy 
out (ns to the position taken, that the case 
could not be tried here), that if his learned 
friend wished to raise the question as to 
whether Rat Portage isan Ontario town, 
the Attorney-General was ready to meet 
that issue. ¥ 

His Lordship ruled that the case must go 
to the jury. ;

Dein Sm, gond you by mail tho last 
two iasues of the ** Now York Produce Ex 
change Reporter,” which contain a letter of 
line, reviewing the “tin movement for 
several years, together with a criticism of 
the worthless estimates of the Bureau of 
Industries in Torontd, which merit general 
exposure and public adinonition, 

Vothing to severe Gin *be said as to the 
absurd estimates published last yea and 
this, of the barley crop of the province, as 
these estimates have beon largely used by 
brewers’ orgnns On the other side, for the 
the purpose of depressing prices of our bar- 
loy 

There can now be no doubt that the 
wheat crop of Canada for 1883 is suflicient 
for the food requirements of the Dominion 
at large, Farmers Inve beon obtaining, 
since Ist September, much higher prices 
for their wheat than the export value, and 
for this they have to thank our National 
Poltey. For the remainder of the year, it 
may be well to consider the interest of 
consumers, Millers cannot import wheat 
and pay 15 cents per bushel duty 
as compared witha duty of 60 cents 
per barrel on flour. This interest is so 
extensive and jmportant as to command 
and deserve special Consideration. Parlia- 
ment may very reasonably be asked to sus- 
pend for the balance of the cereal year, the 
duty on wheat or cutit down, ta Ze. por 
bushel, which Would enable-our millers to 
compete successfully with those in the 
Western States, for the trade of the lower 
provinces ; and it would be well to bear in 
mind, that the profit on the carriage of flour 
tia the Intercolonial Railway, is the people's 
protit.

EXAMINATIONSIN AGRICULTURE, 
Some three years ago it was proposed in 
the Council of the Agricultural and Arts 
Association of Ontirio, to institute annual 
examinations on the principlés and practice 
of agrieulture. This proposal has now been 
carried out into “practical ‘effect; and under 
the authority of the Minister of Education 
the first examination for second and third 
class certificates only, wilt be held at the 
ame time and place-and under the sane 
regulations as the High School Intermedi- 
ate examinations in July next. In addition 
to the certificates there will money 
prizes awarded as follows: to the three 
candidates for second class certificates who 
shall obtain the highest ‘number of marks, 
$25, $20, and $15 respectively. To the 
three candidates who have never attended 
any agricultural school or college in Canada 
or elsewhere, retaining the highest number 
of marks, prizes of the same amount. These 
examinations will be open to all, with the 
sole condition, that intending candidates 
are required to send in their names with a 
statement as to whether they have ever 
attended any agricultural school in Canada 
or elsewhere, and of the place where they 
desire to attend for examination, to the 
Secretary of the Association at Toronto, 
before the Ist April 1884. 

We are glad to find that the Association 
is bent upon carrying out this measure, as 
it affords a stimulus to our young farmers 
to make themselves better acquainted with

periments of this kind that constitute the 
tricks of swallowers. Those experiments

With regard to the water supply, 
Dr. Talbot avows himself. froquently as- 
tounded at what occurs, Then, is the re- 
moval of dust and refuse how is it that the 
patience and painstaking of the local au- 
thorities in London is baffled? Eyery con- 
ceivableplan has been tried which possess- 
ed the slightest practical worth, and every 
plam has failed in securing the speedy and 
regular removal of refuse. ‘The reason is, 
the obstructiveness of householders to the 
periodical removal of dust. In fine, Dr. 
Talbot ayows himself convinced that until 
some pains are taken by the poor them- 
selyes to keep themselves and. their sur- 
roundings in a good sanitary condition, ex- 
ternal efforts will be to a very great extent 
unavailing.

Can the Salmon (Salno slay) live and 
propagate: in bodies of fresh water which 
have no communication with the sea | 

This question is now agitating the minds 

of many of our fish culturists, ftishormen 
and naturalists, and in view of the efforts 
which are being made to increase the sup- 
ply of food derivable from our numerots 
and extensive lakes, river -and, crecks, is 
one the determination of which as early as 
possible. is very desirable, as it may have 
the effect either of encouraging the artifi- 
cial stocking ‘of many of our waters with 
this very ry prolific and delicate fish, or of 
preventing a useless expenditure of time 
and money in attempting that which the 
laws of nature and of instinct prohibit, In 
this connection @ glance at the natural his- 
tory of the saluton and its congencrs may 
assist those of our readers who are but 
slightly acquainted with the subject. to 
forme a rational prima facie opinion upon 
the same. 

The natural habitat of the salmon is un- 
questionably the sea. In the salt water it 
thrives and increases in bulk and weight 
with astonishing rapidity ; but it is not a 
deep water fish, never venturing far from 
the coast, along which it ranges in search 
of its food, which consists of shrimps, 
prawns, and other small crustaceans, sand- 
Jaunces, ahd the fryof herrings and other 
sea fish which come in shore to breed. 
When spawning time arrives, the instinct 
of propagation prompts thém to leave 
the salt water, and resort to the 
freslfwater of the rivers and’ creeks to 
deposit” their ova. But they do not 
quit... the salt water for the fresh all 
at once; they have to undergo a_pro- 
cess of seasoning or ‘* acclimatizing’”’ before 
making the transition, for which purpose 
they will, for several days, or sometimes 
weeks, frequent the mouths or estuaries of 
their fayorite streams, ranging up and down 
with the tide and keeping in the brackish 
water until fully prepared for the change 
of medium. As soon as their preparation 
is complete they take advantage of the first 
rise of the fall floods, which assures them of 
a sufficiency of water for their journey, and 
rigorously pursue their way to their accus- 
tomed spawning-beds in the upper parts of 
the streams ; for it is a well-established fact 
that the salmon habitually returns to the 
stream in which it began its own cxistence. 
In these arduous journeys itis no trifling 
obstacle | which will interrapt, or even de- 
lay their progress, in which they display a 
degree of perseverance truly remarkable, 
stemming the swiftest currents and the 
most violent rapids, and even overleaping 
falls of six to eight feet in height.

Tn view of these ascertained facts, that 
the Salmon proper (Salmo sar) thrives 
only in the sea and becomes languid, lean 
and unhealthy when it remains long in fresh 
water, and that the fry or smolts at a cer- 
tain.stage of their growth are seized with 
an over-mastering impulse to seek the salt 
water, it would seem to be more in accord- 
ante with the order of nature, and there- 
fore, more likely to be successful, to place 
the artifically hatched fry of the Salmon 
(S.salar) in those streams only which afford 
access tothe sea, and to stock the fresh 
water lakes and ponds which are wholly or 
partially cut off from the tide-water of the 
ocean with the fry of such species as have 
their natural habitat in fresh water, such as 
the great Mackinaw trout (Salmo namay- 
cush) the Siskawitz, (S. Siscowet, or Lake 
Superior trout) and the Brook trout (9. 
Jontinalis) in some of its numerous varieties. 

It may be objected that our arguments 
are drawn from the habits of the British 
Salmon and therefore will not apply to tho 
American fish; but itis allowed by the 
naturalists and fishermen of both countries 
that the fish of both localities are identical, 
and it is therefore fair to infer that their 
habits are similar, and that the argument 
drawn from the one will apply with equal 
truth to the other, 

Tt is true that the artificially hatched fry 
which have been introduced into the upper 
lakes have lived and grown, and have even 
begun to propagate ; but the diminution 
in size both of the fish and their oya, their 
slow growth, requiring a period of four 
years to attain a weight of eight pounds, 
while the salmon of the sea reaches about 
three times that weight in the same time, 
and the different color and flayor of the 
flesh give evidence of impaired vitality. Of 
those which have been placed in smaller 
bodies of fresh water, the report in most 
cases is that they have ** disappeared,” and 
the few which have suryivell to be captur- 
ed in their third or fourth year are uni- 
formly described as presenting a large 
head, a long Jean body, and a dull Jeaden 
color.

Speech by the 
of Huron, 


bloquent Bishop-cleot 


Influence of Methodism in the Church of 
England. 


Monrnean, Noy, 17,--At the ovening 
meeting connected with the opening ofthe 
winter session of the Wesley an Theological 
College here, the Bishop-elect of Huron 
made an earnest and noble speech, at the 
close of which he stated the first article of 
hia creed He said that it was not in a 
spirit of reciprocity but with his whole 
heart that he was there to say that the liv 
ing vitality of Methodism,sanctitied by the 
Holy Spirit, had been a deep and lasting 
blessing to the historic Church of England 
It aroused from amidst her apathy and 
neglect spirits that had gone forth to do in 
anew way and with a greater ofliciency the 
great work of the world, 

Methodism was born of mighty earnest 
hess, and carnestness was its life. It was 
most like Christ and like itself when burns 
ing with progressive activity. Like the 
firefly, it shines when on the wing, ad 
whon it rests it dios, He wasthankful for 
every institution seoking to build up young 
men in the truth aa it was in Jesus, Their 
times were characterized by a peculiar 
earnestness. When books did not exist, f 
little knowledge caused a man to be thouylit 
learned, but to-day the press was teoming 
with a mighty life, sending out multitudes 
of now thoughts daily. A tlood of literature 
was sweeping about them, and he was dull 
who did not see the tremendous necessity 
of mighty vitual action being taken by the 
Church of Christ. 

Some would tell young men to look about 
them and choose whet best suited ther spir- 
itual necessities. He would not do that. 
Let young men choose for themselves unas- 
sisted, and in many cases they would be 
wrecked. Rather should a vital, practiéal 
Christianity be brought before them, and a 
personal loving Saviour. People asked for 
proof of their religion. The most powerful 
proof of a supernatural revelation was a su- 
pernatural lite Let then not rest on learn- 
ing and on the power to wrestle with adver- 
sariesof the faith. Just as they could uplift 
the living Christ. before meh, by so anuch 
wouleé they succeed in the ministry. 

He was far from throwing a shadow on 
any effort to meet the difficulties of the 
day, but he would ask the men who had 
put their shoulder to the wheel and grow 
old in the work, whetlier their moral victo- 
ries had not been won by hiding themselves 
beliind tlie blessed Sayiour and adyancibg 
Himoas the way, the truth, and thie life: 
No infidelity could ignore the mysterious 
person of Jesus Christ. If aman was so 
blind as not to sev tho gun shining at noon- 
day could they ex pect him to see ‘the lesser 
stars? If they could not convince a man by 
bringing him to a personal Redeemer, their 
minor efforts would be more impotent than 
express. Men had tried to explain away 
the Christ, but there He'stood, not a sphinx 
in the shifting sands of the desert, but a 
living, Christ. 

In couclusion he deplored the neglect 
with which all Christians regarded the Holy 
Ghost. The defect of course was the failure 
to place the operation of the Holy Ghost in 
its proper and blessed light, A young man 
might be flatteted by every one for his learn 
ing and hisnatural gifts, and hands might 
be laid upon hin in ordination, A year 
rolls by, and the ghastly fact appears ‘that 
not one soul dad been wor to Christ. ~ Let 
their genius -be as great as it might, let 
them dry multitudes to lear, but the gift 
of the ministry lay not there, but in the

ed Dribers. 


At Osgoode Hallon Friday an applica 
tion for summonses against cortain parties 
in the Lennox clection case was made be 
fore Mr. Justice Armour 

MR, BETIUNE, Q. ©, 
moved that summonses be issued ayauist 
cortain parties under 39 Vic., oc. 1), entitled 
An Act to make more effectiaMproyvision 
for tho administration of the law respecting 
corrupt practices at olections of 
for the House of Commons,” 

Tho Judge—For whom do you appear 7 

Mr, Bothune—I appear on behalf of the 
plaintiff in the Lennox election casd, 

The Judge—The difficulty I have about 
tho matter is that Ido not see very well 
how the proceedings can be effectual at all 
There are a great many questions involved 
There is the question as to whether the 
Dominion Parliament had the power to de- 
prive the subject of the right of trial by 
jury by such an Act as this. They consti- 
tute an offence and proyide that it shall be 
tried summarily, Thatis a question we 
have had up in a great many forms, but it 
has never been settled, It is whether the 
Dominion Parliament has the power to do 
away with jury trial altogether. Theques- 
tion came up in the O'Rourke case as to 
whether the Dominion Parliament have the 
power to alter the method of selecting the 
jury, and it was contended very strongly 
that the Federal Parliament had no right 
to alter the procedure by which a jury at 
the time of the Confederation was summon- 
ed. The Dominion Parliament has the 
power to erect a Court to carry out its own 


mombers 


enactments ; no doubt it has power 
criminal law and proceedings. At the same 
time the Province has power over civil 
rights; and is not trial by jury a civil 
right? It seems to me that i Pal Coury 
is not a civil right, 1 am unable to say what 
a civil right is, However, I would allow 
the proceedings to go on, and grant a sum- 
mons, if that were the only doubt that 
pressed upon me, There are two other difli- 
culties. First, how are the parties to be 
proceeded against? I cannot asa judge, 
select out one person as being guilty of 
corrupt practices and leave out other per- 
sons equally guilty, and guilty of the same 
corrupt practices. 

Mr, Bethune—I intend to ask for sum- 
monses against the whole. 

The Judge—If£ so, how am I to get evi- 
dence ? 

Mr. Bethune—There will he a separate 
summons in each case, 

The Judge—Suppose a witness refuses to 
answer questions ; there is now power un- 
der the Act to compel him to answer. 

After some further conversation respect- 
ing the clauses providing for the granting 
of certificates, 

The Judge said—If Roe asks fora certi- 
ficate I shall be obliged to give him one. 
None of the evidence already giyen could 
bo used against him. Suppose a party 
were called and. refused to answer ques- 
tions on the ground that he would crimi- 
nate himself, then the proceedings would 
be stopped and there would be an ond of 
them. 

Mr. Bethune—I do not know whether 
we can get any more evidence; that is a 
point I have not considered, 

The Judge—We have the evidence taken 
at the trialand there can be no further 
evidence. Itis very difficult to proceed 
except in the case of the offer of a bribe. 
Then you can proceed against the person 
who offered it and call the person to whom 
it was offered. That is one of the difticul- 
ties I feel, that if summons were granted 
the result of the proceedings would be 
abortiye, In the second place, and this is 
the second ground on which I cannot grant 
the motion, prosecutions haye to be insti- 
tuted in the your when the acts complain. 
od of wore committed, Section 119. says 
that all progecutiong for misdemeanor 
under the aloction Act have to be institut- 
ed within a year from the date when they 
were committed. All the acts in this case 
were committed a year ago last June, so 
that the time has gone by for prosecution 
to be instituted. Unless there is some clear 
answer to that Ido not see how I oan pos- 
sibly be called upon to granta summons, 
Which would become an abortive proceed- 
ing altogether, 

Mr, Bothune—Unless it was necessary 
for the defendant to plead that. 

The Judge—I suppose if I were trying 
the case I must call attention to the fact 
that the party cannot be prosecuted, Ibis 
the duty of the Court to see that the pris- 
oner 18 properly protected so far as the law 
protects him. 

Mr, Bethune—You think the 119th soe: 
tion determines the matter? 

The Judge—I think that determines it, 
I mention the other difticulties in order that 
the attention of the Legislature or the law 
oflicera of the Orown may be called to the 
Act that it may bo amended so that persons 
guilty of corrupt practices may be punished, 
No doubt it is a great scandal. The object 
of an olection law is to prevent any person 
interfering with the free exercise of the 
franchise by electors, to preventany person | 
obtaining « vote from an. elector by any in- 
ducement of any kind or description, no 
matter how trivial it may appear to be. Al- | 
though there has been a great deal of hag- 
wling over the Act in favor of allowing cor- 
rupt practices to be carried on, T think the 
Act goes the full extent. Ido not think a ! 
candidate has a right to send his own car 
riage fora voter, For instance, I am con 
testing a constituency. I canvass some man, 


and he says, ‘‘ I have no way to get to the 
polls, | cannot afford to pay the expenses, | 
and T have no carriage,” ‘* Oh,” T say, “1 
will send my carriage,” Lf this is not brib 
ory under the Act Ido not know what is. I 
think Teannot grant the summons. I should 
be very and to see all those 
parties punished for gross violations of the 
election law ; but if 
mons it would be only for a vain purpose, | 
and I should be calling the Court together 
to offect nothing.

\ cireular lina boon communicate lL to the 
Board of Trade, in which itis ordered that 
in regard to inland transportation charge 
nt xls imported from Groat Britain and 
Ireland, it is necessary to rever.tin the lan 
guage of the circular, ** directly to section 
68 and 69 of the Customs Act of IBS, 
‘which constitute the law applicable to 
* such cases Those sections arc as fol 


lows 

68. Where any duty ad valorem im 
posed on any goods imported into Canada 
the value fox duty shall be the fair market 
value thereof, when held for home 
suniption, in the principal markets of 
country whonece and at the time when 
aaine wore exported directly to Canada 

‘69. Such market value shall be the fair 
market value of such goods in the usual 
and ordinary commercial acc eptation of the 
term, at the usual and ordinary credit, and 
not the cash value of such goods, exce pt in

cases in which the article imported is, by 
universal usage, considered and known to 
be a cash article, and so bona fide paid © for 
in all transactions in relation to such ar 
ticle; and all invoices representing cash 
values, except in the special cases herein 
before referred to, shall be subject to such 
mlditions as to the collector or appraiser of 
the port at which they are presorted may 
appear just and reasonable, to bring up the 
amount to the true and fair market value, 
as required by this section.” 

The circular, which, as we have said. has 
been communicated to the Board of Trade, 
is as follows 


**CustoMs DeranTMent, 
**Orrawa, 15th Nov., 1883 

“ Sin,—Referring to the frequent corres 
pondence of this department respecting the 
inland transportation charges on goods im- 
ported from Great Britain and Ireland, I 
am now desired by the Minister of Customs 
to inform you that itis not necessary or 
desirable that any reference should be had 
to Section 9 of the Tariff Act, in determin- 
ing the dutiable value of goods purchased 
in the countri¢s named, but to revert di- 
rectly to Sections 68 and 69 of the Customs 
Act, 1883, which constitutes the law appli- 
cable in such cases, 

*“Under Section 68 it is proper to con- 
strue any city or town, known as a manu- 
facturing and business centre, in Great 
Britain or Ireland, as being a * principal 
market! in the sense of the law, and hence 
any goods shipped direct, or in transitu 
from any such city or town to Canada, 
should be assessed for duty upon ‘ the fair 
market value’ thereof, as legitimately as- 
certained to be the prevailing prices of the 
goods at such place ‘at the time when the 
sane were exported directly to Canada,’ 
without reference to inland transportation 
charges, in the same sense as if Section 9 
of the Tariff Act had no existence. A strict 
observance of this simple rule will prevent 
much misunderstanding, 

‘*In order to secure the observance of 
the law as thus defined, you should, in all 
such cases, require the presentation with 
the invoice of a through bill of lading from 
the alleged place of first shipment. or ria 
the seaport of departure, toa Canadian port. 

** Under this ruling it is immaterial whe- 
ther the purchase has been made by a resi- 
dent of Canada in person, or by order through 
an agent or commission merchant resident 
in another country, provided it is distinctly 
proven that the exportation to Canada was 
made bona fide say from Birmingham, War- 
rington, Stoke-on-Trent, or any similar 
trade centre in Great Britain or Ireland. 

“Tam also to instruct you to treat any 
case of such consignment in which false 
values are given in invoices,or misrepresen- 
tations made tending to undervaluations, 
with the utniost severity of the law applic- 
able thereto. 

Tam, 
** Your obedient servant, 
J, Jouxson,"’ 


The section of tho Act of 1879 which is 
affected by this ruling is as follows :— 

‘'In determining the dutiable value of 
goods, except when imported from Great 
Britain and [reland, there shall be added to 
the costor the actual wholesale price or fair 
market yaluo, at the time of exportation in 
the principal markets of the country from 
whence the same has been imported into 
Canada,-the cost of inland transportation, 
shipment and trans-shipment, with all the 
expenses included, from the place of growth, 
production, or manufacture, whe ther by 
land or water, to the vessel in which ship- 
ment is made, either in transifu or direct 
to Canada, subject to such regulations ns 
may be made by the Governor-in-Council.”

Once more the people of this province 
have been alarmed with news of a conflict 
of authority the authorities of

lt is perfectly evident, on the face of the 
facts, that the action of Mr, Mowat’s hench- 
man Burden and his army of ** specials” 
has. been dictated by the political neces- 
sities of the Ontario Government, 
ber of elections to the Legislature are now 
pending, on the result of which depends 
the fate of the Mowat Adininistration, and 
civil’ war is threatened, sin order to arouse 
the sectional prejudices of the electors and 
so to secure the election of Mr, Mowat’'s 
candidates and the retention of the Goy- 
ernment in office. We cannot believe that 
so transparent a ‘lodge will succeed, as the 
people of Ontario have too strong a respect 
for the law to encourage the lawless expedi 
tion into the disputed territory which was 
undertaken by the junta who control our 
provincial affairs. On the contrary, we 
have thatfaith in the patriotism and shrewd- 
ness of the electors which warrants us in 
reaching the conclusion that they will vote 
against the Grit candidates. They know 
that the Dominion Government 
legally the custodians of the territory in 
dispute until the boundary line has 
been legally established, and that they 
have, for conyenience sake, transferred 
their authority to Manitoba, pending the 
settlement of the boundary ; and knowing 
this, they are further aware that the On- 
tario Government are prejudicing the Pro- 
vince’s case by seeking, in defiance of the 
constitution, to take possession of and 
governa territory to which our claims 
have yet to be established. The material 
interests of the people being, moreover, 
affected injuriously bythe fluctuations in 
trade caused by the constant prospect of 
an outbreak of civil war which the Ontario 
Government have thus induced, they will, 
no doubt, condemn, by their the 
men who have thus depreciated the value 
of their property and injured their business 
by the filibustering expedition into the dis- 
puted territory and persistent refusal 
have the dispute settled where alone it can 
be determined, namely, before the Judicial 
Committee of the Imperial Privy Council. 
Further, an expenditure of about $600 
is being incurred daily on account of Briga- 
dier Burden and his men, allof which must 
be paid out of the revenues of the Province, 
and all for nothing—absolutely nothing— 
for Ontario's claim to the territory is not 
advanced thereby to the value of one cent, 
The dispute can only be decided upon in a 
legal way, and as the Mowat Government 
form the only obstacle in the way of a peace- 
ful solution of the difliculty, the electors 
ought to sweep them aside without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation. The people of this Pro- 
vince cannot afford to pay 8600 per day to 
gratify the partizanship of a party of ob- 
structionists ; they cannot submit to losses 
by rumors of civil war ; they are not willing 
that a matter which can be settled by pro- 
cess of law shall be kept open from year to 
year, with the prospect of Canadians em- 
bruing their hands in the blood of their 
brethren. Thergfore they will entrust the 
administration of their affairs to men who 
will secure a speedy and peaceful determin-

Chasing a Privateer, 


A writer in the Phila lelphia Tins vives 
the following account of a chasent sea afte 
a Oonfederate priv ateer We were now 
within loss than two miles of the flying 
stranger when we oponed fire on her fron 
our elove minch pivot, exploding «a shell 
right under her bow and nearly deluging 
tho blockader's decks, with water, but doing 
no further harm While we were re 
loading the pivot she put her helm hard-a 
starboard and ran across our bow, heading 
tlivectly for the shore—distané about a mile 
and « half-—apparently intending to run 
herself ashore, Captain Clarey shouted 
“Put yourhelm hard-a-starboard.”” ‘*Hlird 
a-starboard, six,” anawered the ofticer at 
the wheel the same moment, putting the 
wheel sharply about, and the ship turned 
on her heel as if she knew what was expect 
odof her, and started directly for the 
shore with the stranger now right abeam, 
starboard side about « mile off bringing our 
whole battery of five guns to bear on he st 

The captain called out to forward rifle 

* Fire as soon as you are ready,and without 
further orders, only don’t waste the au 
munition, Pivot there, sir; fire carefully 
and aim at the wheel house and at no other 
place. Sink her if possible ; go ahead and 
show us what you can do, Quarter deck 
battery, take good aim and fire as rapidly 
ms you can; aim atgtho wheelhouse ; don't 
let her got away from us.” A shell from 
the rifle exploded over her; a shell from 
the eleven inch burst close beside her, and 
the three and wight inch shell guns were 
sending their compliments thick and fast, 
but, strange to say, not a single shot had 
struck her. She seemed to bear a charm 
od life. We were about half a mile distant 
from each other, and about a mile from 
the shore, when she suddenly changed her 
course fo south southwest, and started to 
run down along the coast, heading directly 
forus. At the same instant the leadsiman 
in the chains cried out : 

** By the deep three fathoms !' 

‘Ehud a starboard, quarter-mastor ! 
cried Captain Clavey, audas the ship's head 
swung to port he remarked, ‘*Bless us,we'd 
boon ashore in another second!" The

Poisonous Plants, 


Lt is important that all who ramble in 
the woods should be able to identify the 
polsonous pl mts; not only that they way 
avoid thein, but that they may fecl secure 
when such plants are near them 

The inflanmation caused by the poison 
ivy (2th toxicodendron) and the poijon 


dogwood (Ketoaniec) resembles ex yaipelia ; 
but it is not dangerous. Lt yields yradnal 
ly to a wash of a weak solution of sugar of 
lead. Thore is n popular belief that if one 
has suffered an attack from it he is rendered 
more liable to beaflected by any future 
exposure to the baleful intluence Wf the 
plant, I lave reason to believe this to be 


Wi error, Some persons are very sus op 
tible of the poison, while others are not 
affected at all. But T have known persons 


who were badly poisoned in their early 
days who could, after becoming adulta, 
handle the plants with impunity An ia 
telligent farmer, who had such an experi- 
enee in his own case, believed thatany one 
who is subject to ivy or dogwood poison 
nught counteract his susceptibility by fre- 
quently handling it, He cited his own ex- 
perience as proof of his theory. 

Another theory is that the woods are 
full of antidotes to the effects of ivy and 
dogwood, and that the habit of many por- 
sons of nccasionally chewing the e nds of a 
pine twig is a preventive. The chewing of 
tho tender sprouts of the common pear 
tree is also considered a safeguard. 1 
montion these notions without professing 
any belief in them, but they may be correct. 
If thoy seom insignificant remedies, because 
these plants have no powerful medical qual- 
ities, we must consider that the two noxi- 
ous sunmchs do not manifest any properties 
of taste or smell that would lead us to sus- 
poct their poisonous nature, Dr, Rush re- 
marks, in one of his medical essays, that 
it is not safe to declare thab any plant is 
wanting in medical virtue on account of itk 
deficiency in taste or stinell, though he 
adinits thatthe poisonous vegetables for 
the inost part have a decidedly nauseous 
and disegreeable flavor, 

But as these - properties of polsondus 
plants do not éxist in all species which are 
poisonous, it is prudent for all persons who 
frequent the woods, either for labor or re- 
cretion, to Tarn liow to determine upon 
their own safety, Now, with regard to the 
poison dogwood, I may say that it is not to 
be found in every wood, though not a rare 
plant. It isan elegant shrub, seldonia tree, 
but appearing in clumps like the common 
alder. The leaf is plenate, resembling that 
of the American ash, but larger, and: hav- 
ing a greater number of broad, ovate leaf- 
lots. As I have said in another essay, this 
tree is equalled by no other species in our 
woods for the splendor and variety of its 
autunm tints. 

There is nore exposure to the poison ivy, 
because it grows everywhere. There is 
hardly a wood or woody pasture in the low- 
lands that is not covered with it, aud hardly 
an old stone wall that is not festooned with 
its elegant foliage. This climber resembles 
the Virginia creeper in its general aspect 
aud climbing habits, and the two plants 
may be distinguished by their leaves. The 
leaf of each plant is compound, but the ivy 
bears only three leaflets, while the creeper 
has five in a whorl; hence, when one is at 
a loss to detorinine the identity of the plant 
he must count its leaflets. 

Neither of the two poison sumachs bears 
@ conspicuous flower or fruit. The flowers 
and fruit are greenish, small, and without 
any beauty. If one is doubtful, therefore, 
about the ide ntity of the plant, he nay be 
sure, if it bears a handsoiie flower or fruit, 
it is neither the poison ivy nor the dogwood, 
As there is no other plant in our woods, 
however poisonous as a drug, that may not 
be safely handled, the rule given above 
inay iisure any one’s safety. —Wileon Flagg, 
in Boston Transeript.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


The Minister of Costotus being the repre 
sentative in Tarliament of one of the divi 
sions of this County, itis quite natural that 
his constituents should take a special inter- 
est in Mr, Bowell’s both as the 
special representative of their interests and 
as the head of a department in an Adminis 
tration which, chiefly owing to hisintluence, 


career, 


has done so much for this hitherto neglect 
ed portion of the Province. the 
past week the Minister of Customs was 
engaged in what. we consider 
mostdifficult of one of the many arduous 
duties | which devolve hint, namely 
listening to the objections of inporters to 
the Customs regulations and replying to the 
same; therefore, for the information of his 
constituents, amongst whom the IyTetLt 
GENCER has a larger circulation than any 
other journal, weé reproduce from the Ham- 
ilton Spectator, the following interesting and 
instructive article : 

The Minister of Customs does not act as 
his predecessor acted. In the time of the 
Mackenzie Government, if merhants or 
manufacturers went to Ottawa to expostu- 
late in regard to their wrongs, they were 
snubbed and insulted. If they complained 
that- they were losing money, they were 
told t6 go home and lose more, and that if 
they only understood their business, they 
would do very well. 
now. The merchants of Toronto complain 
that some parts of the customs regulations 
bear hardly upon them, and the Miftister of 
Customs. devoted the whole of Monday to 
thematter, listening patiently to compli sints, 
giving explanations and promising relief 
where it could possibly be given. 

The greatest cause of controversy 
tween merchants and the customs 
is that provision of the law which requires 
goods to be entered, not at the price 
tually paidfor them, but at the ordinary 
credit price when sold for consumption in 
the market whence they were exported to 
Canada, Thatisavery old provision of 
the law, and it is one which works in the 
interest of honest dealers as well as in. the 
interest of the Government, Nine-tenths 
of all the importers in the Dominion never 
dream of cheating the revenuc. They buy 
their goods in open market, present their 
invoiees, with the duties fairly calculated, 
and do the whole business honesty, 
fairness and openness, just as they 
meet a note or send in 

customer. But occasionally 
comes back to” theni for 
Their pride is wounded. It appears 
them that their business reputation 
honor are assailed. As Mr. Elliot said to 
Mr. Bowell, itlooks as if they had beon 
doing wrong. They enter the price actual- 
ly paid, and they are required to amend the 
entry and value the goods at « higher rate. 
The simple fact is, that the 
authorities cannot safely make any other 
rule than that Jaid down, and honest im- 
porters would be injuredif they should do 
so. To take the face of an invoice as 
dence of the value of the goods would be to 
offer an inducement to fraud and to place 
the upright merchant at « disadvantage, as 
compared with his unscrupulous rival. It 
is matter of notoriety that mer 
chants are accommodating in the matter of 
invoices. They will frecly send a yg 
document, according to which they expect 
to be paid, and another charging the goods 
at much lower pricts for custom-house use,

Proposed Legislation Roapecting Vietorin 
and Albert Colleges 


On Toesday the Methodist Univer sity 

SOU ASLON, appointed at the time of the 
Whnion of the Methodiat Churches at Balle 

ville, opened its sessions in the lbctire 
coom of the Metropolitan Churelr, Toronto 
Roy. Superintendent Rice presided, and 
chere was a ood. representation of the dif 

feront Churches now forming the United 
Methodist Cluceh. 

After prelimi ary proceedings the sub- 
ject of University Consolidation was brougt 
up 

Bishop Carman presented a lengthy 
paper as ex pressing the princtples which it 
was desirable should be ombodied in the 
propose] University legislation, which, 
after reciting the agreement arrived at by 
the Conferecs, ennets ns follows 

‘That the siid Albert University be and 
is hereby united to and incorporated with 
the snid University of Victoria College,and 
that to this end the present existing char 
ters and Acts of incorporation affecting the 
two Universities aforesaid are  dltered, 
wmended, enlarged, or repealdd in the 
whole or in part as may be required?” 

Rev. De. Burwash moved) the atlyption 
of this statement. 

Dr. S. B. Burdett contended (1) that 
the powers of Albert University should be 
retained in their integrity, and (2) that its 
name should be maintained in connection 
with the University for the United Church. 
Albert.’ University, le) said, had éertain 
powers conferred upon it, which they. ob- 
tain as Methodist Episcopals, and to that 
University they hadg sent their sons, be 
lieving they would. there receive 
education and training. They now 
the fathers of the Church to protect the 
name of the College and its «degrees. ~ He 
desired to he Able to show his fellow-grad-

uates that’ neither the nanic of Albert 
was blotted out nor its existence asa 
University. He did not want te hold 
the, degree of a extinct University, nor 
didhe desire Albert to come into Vie 


toria University as a poor. relation, , He 
came to the commission feeling that 
the friends of Albert, by virtue Of their 
silence, had sanctioned consolidation ; 
no change was desired on the head 
Which has been decided by the General 
Conference ; but in order to be) consistent 
with their instructions the word !vonsoli- 
dated” should be substituted for ‘incorpo- 
rated’ in the proposed enacting clause. 
The question of name would come up sub- 
sequently. The supporters of Victoria 
nathrally cling te that University, and he 
honored then for it ; but at the same time 
they who were the weaker naturally clung 
even more tenaciously to Albert. They 
wanted to go into the family, not te occupy 
the eldest son's place, but to obtain the 
affection of a younger son. ‘They wished to 
fool that they were partiof the family, ind 
that their University was part of it, It 
was desirable to secure this, s0 that the 
Methodist, Episcopals night. fecl that they 
were carrying With them into the United 


Church ‘their traditions and > history, 
In this way the | bond of. union 
would , be — stretigthentd, He did 
het want the charge -brought against 


him of having forgotton to vreserve the 
integrity of Albert, and none of-those who 
had been members of the Senate or Mana 
gers of that-University could face thc grad 
uates and undergraduates and confess that 
they had extinguished the institution to 
which they had invited the young men to 
come, atid for an education in which they 
had taken money. They had vested rights 
and those Ti Albert lad a right to say, ** 1 
have made a birjauin with you, and you, as 
Christians, should carry it out-in letter and 
spirit.” The two central ideas. actuating 
the body of graduates of Albert University 
were to preserve their history and their 
degrees. 

Rey. Dr. Burwash, Dean ef Victoria Uni- 
versity, said the results desired were cflect- 
ed by the draft clause submitted by Bishop 
Carman, as fay as if was possible to do se. 
Albert College was continued; the Insitu- 
tion did not becoore extinct, It was pro- 
posed to be continued as an integral part 
of the new University, which would havea 
relation to itas one of the colleges, and 
would have representation in the Semste. "+ 

Rev. Dr. Badgély supported the proposed 
legislation, on the ground that Albert Uni- 
yersity would not thereby be swallowed up 
or destroyed. 

Dr. Burdett changed his amendment so 
ad to road: ** That the said Albert College 
is hereby consolidated and united with Viec- 
toria College, and that the existing charters 
and Acts of incorporation affecting the said 
Universities be amended or enlarged wholly 
or in part, as may be required.” 

Mr. McLaren, Q.C., moved that the word 
‘* consolidated” be mserted instead of * in- 
corporated.” 

This latter was carried, and it was re 
solved that the united College be called 
** Victoria University.” 

Other clauses of the proposed bill, relat- 
ing to the Gey orning Body, were referred 
to a special Committee, Dr. Burdett urging 
that greater power be given to the ygradu- 
ates. 

Dr. Burdett moved that the University 
be located at Belleville if it provided $100,- 
000 

Dr, Jaques moved that the University be 
located in any city which offered $200,000. 

These propositions were, after some re 
marks, held over for the present 

The sub-committees on the governing 
body and other matters dealt with in’ the 
draft clauses subnutted was then apported, 
and the mevting whjourned

the soil, the quality of the manure, are all 
conditions which we can judge, before the 
act, but there is one other quiteas impor: 
tant, that no man can foretell—the weather. 


For AO years I have watched diffent prac 
tices with results; I have seon solitary 
oxamples of renmrkible ofeéts from the 


application of mandtires, tid again have not 
ed signal failures. 

Some farmers have followed the uniform 
wactice of applying their manure fresh 
froni the stables, 4s a top dvessing, during 
tho whole winter season, Others carefully 
collect and turn it, get it well decomposed 
and apply it when, as supposed, it will be 
most available for growing crops, A few 
years igo the goneral advice Was swinging 
away from the old habit of top dreséing, 
and it was’ recommended to plough in all 
manure aud to rotate crops so that this 
could be «lone. 

As I have watclied the results, while none 
of these practices seom to be absolutely 
and entirely the best in all circumstances, 
yet the examples of succosa in some. cum 
mend them to our consideration and adop- 
tion, I have noted with particular satis- 
faction the result of applying green manure 
vight from the stables all winter long to 
grass lands and those designed forthe plough. 
Ploughing mm inanure for corns largely dis- 
carded at present, Manure spread on the 
turf in carly winter seems to do more good. 
(t soaks Into the ground ; it mellows the 
svi], and when the turf is turned jin” the 
spring it is terider and friable, 

If manure is to be ploughed in, 1 would 
not hesitate to spread it months beforehand 

indeed, I would prefer to do so, For 
corn, Iny practice if fo draw tothe field in 
winter and pile ip large lieaps, and spread 
after ploughing and harrow im. - Yet where 
A regular systein prevails of applying all 
manure as soon as made, the whole farm 
shows its benetits by its luproved product- 
iveness. Applied on an iey surface, or on 
steep hillsides, some must wash aw ay ; but 
perlutps less is lost thus than from the ordi 
nary waste about barnyards, and the caves 
of buildings, and excessive fermentation or 
‘fire fangingy' 

Fermentation of itself fs a wasteful pro- 
ceas, yet loss dues not always follow. The 
rich qualities of the abimal manure may be 
retained by tho absurbents, vegetable mat 
tor, hay, «traw, muck, Thus diffised and 
retained, ft imay he more readily available 
for egetable growth. Tlence the benctits of 
composting, Ifthe heat is carried high 
enough, the seeds of Weeds are deatroyed, 
thus fitting the Maitre for gardening pur- 
poses ; and still farthers by putting it in 
condition to be eyenlyspread aud thorough- 
ly mingled with the soil. 

Tam unable to éxplain why iu some cases 
we appear to get no goml fromiay applica 
tion of manure; yet in most individual 
cases some good reason will appear to the 
careful inquirer, If the physteal texture 
of the soil is injured by ploughing when 
wet, a good dressing of manure ploughed 
Mi ay, give hoo return, ln’ topdressing 
mowing hinds, if there are no good grasses 
present to be stimulated and encouraged in 
growth, munure can do little good, Manure 
alone cannot suddenly change mouse ear, 
daisies and Moss into timothy, red top and 
and clover ; -yetif the latter are actually 
present.to the soil, the manyre will tell on 
them. If ] wish for jaynyedinte reaults from 
mare on grass land, | put it on helds in 
guod heart, well set in the better grasses ; 
yot to keep up the whole pOWAT, 1 do not 
neglect those phives where the good grasses 
have runout.
